JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. 

Dates by the Pacific mail, which arrived on April 16 at San 
Francisco and was delivered here on the 6th inst. extend to 
March 24. ‘ 

We perceive by the Japan Maw that the annual general meeting 
of the Yokohama General and Small-pox Hospital was held on the 
14th March, H.E. Sir Harry Parkes in the chair. The report 
shows the ‘great usefulness of the hospital, 65 cases of typhus 





fever being admitted in the early part of the year, and no less than | 
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121 cases of small-pox during the year just ended. At the las” 
meeting held on the 15th March, 1870, the building fund was in 
debt to the then treasurer $828.06, which was further increased 
in all to $99680. In the month of June part of the late Mr. 
Malcolm’s lezacy, amounting to $984.68, was handed to the trea- 
surer, and the debt to Mr. Wilkin was then paid off. A further 
sum of $225 due to Mr. Malcolm’s estate is expected by every 
steamer from Shanghai. The present balance-sheet shows a sum 
of $1,212 due to the treasurer. The accounts having been passed, 

Mr. Smith said that he expected to have seen some remarks in 
the committee’s report as to the statements made in a local paper. 
The committee had taken notice of it, and the paper had replied, 
but the whole was very unsatisfactory ; the public did not know 
whether the hospital was properly conducted or not, and he there- 
fore proposed that the Chairman appoint a special committee for 
the purpose of snquieng into all the matters recently brought be- 
fore the public. In the Japan Mail Daily Advertiser there were 
letters from Mr. Morel, Mr. Dalziel and others. Mr. Morel said, 
*‘ T see no reason whatever for changing the views with which, in 
the first instance, I was prepared to approach the subject of Tay- 
lor’s death. The statement of Dr. Dalliston is entirely unsatis- 
factory.” 

Mr. Black thought it unnecessary to keep the matter before the 
public. The explanations were perfecily satisfactory, and nothing 
could come of any investigation. The speaker concluded by pro- 
posing an amendment to this effect, which, after some discussion, 
was almost unanimously carried. The members of the committee 
were unanimously selected, with the addition of Capt. Lane. 
Mr. Robison said that Mr. Lotz, steward, was to receive $75a 
month instead of $50. Votes of thanks were accorded to Dr. Dal- 
liston and to the Fathers of the Roman Catholic Chapel of the 
Sacred Heart, and a subscription list was then sent round with 
the following result: Donations $720—Annual subscriptions $880 

At the U.S. Consular Court on the 13th March John Rogers. 
was charged before Mr. Consul Lyon with forging kinsats. The 
Court ordered the Japanese authorities to bring in their witnesses, 
who are the alleged accomplices of Rogers, one by one, for the 

urpose of identifying the prisoner. Three natives accordingly 
identified Rogers, and one of them, an engraver, deposed to having 
been employed by Rogers to engrave a rio on wood. Witness 
was never paid for the work. He never asked for money. He 
expected to receive some money, but did not mention any particular 
sum. The job when finished was not to Rogers's satisfaction. He 
only made one plate. He took some of the kinsats and tried to pass 
them, as did the others. They took 10 rios. The witness said he was 
in the custody of the Japanese Government for counterfeiting 
kinsats and attempting to pass them. He had been in prison 
about twelve days on the charge. The Consul interrupted the 
case, saying that he should decline to proceed further in conse- 

uence of the pitiable condition of the witnesses brought forward. 
He did not know whether they were insane or not, but in their 
present state they were quite unfit to give evidence, and must be 
taken away and recruited until they were in a condition to stand 
and talk in a proper manner. They must be again brought up 
on Saturday. On Saturday the case was further postponed, the 
Japanese authorities having requested an adjournment in order 
that the witnesses might further recruit their health. 

The public works lately undertaken by the Japanese Govern- 
ment are advancing towards completion. Lines of telegraph be- 
tween Yokohama and Yedo, and between Osaka and Kobe, are 
established; and a further extension from Yeda to Osaka and 
Kioto is in contemplation. The Mint at Osaka was to be opened 
early in April, and it is expected that in about twelve months the 
railway will be complete. 

Two Japanese have been executed at Yedo for complicity in the 
outrage upon Messrs. Dallas and Ring. 

The opening of the Yokoska Arsenal, originally fixed for the 
15th March, and then postponed, has again been put off, the pro- 
bable date being the 27th. It is evident that the Japanese Go- 
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vernment intend to make the affair an occasion for much core- 
mony and display. As a matter of course, the Foreign Ministers 
will be present ; while the Japanese authorities will issue cards 
of invitation to a large number of their friends, both native and 
foreign. ; 

The birthday of the Emperor of Germany was celebrated at this 

ort on the 22nd March. The houses of the German firms and the 

erman men-of-war and merchant vessels in the harbour were 
dressed with flags and evergreens, and in the evening were rliu- 
minated, ‘The Gicrman Club was especially brilliant with illumi- 
nations, and here a grand dinner took plece in celebration of the 
day. The rejoicings were finally brought to a conclusion with a 
display of fireworks. 

The works of the Hiogo aad Osaka Railway are being vigorously 
pushed forward by the purchase of land and the preparation of 
material. 

The 19th and 20th numbers of the Far East, the illustrated 
newspaper published at Yokohama, fully deserve the support 
which would seem to have established this paper ona firm and 
permanent basis. It is greatly to the credit of a young and small 
community like that of Yokohama that they should support what 
the whole public of British India has never yet had the energy to 
establish. The Fur Eust is well filled with interesting articles, 
but its principal attraction is of course its illustrations—photo- 
graphs of local scenes and persons, extremely well selected and 
executed. It would be difficult to find a more amusing present 
toa young lady forming a photographic album than a number 
of our Yokohama contemporary. 

The L»thair, which sailed on the 25th of March for New York, 
had on board 18,953 half-chests and 245 boxes of tea, 72 cases of 
curios, and 100 bates of waste silk. 





HIOGO. 

The Hioqo News has the following :—We took a stroll to the new 
Light house upon Hiogo point. This- very useful little work is 
now [nearly completed and it is confidently ex-ected that the 
amps will be lit within three weeks from this, The light is what 
is technically known as one of the fourth order—a harbour light. 
The lantern, which is forty feet from the ground, is constructed of 
iron and gun-mcetal ; it is ten, sided, and will he glazed with plate 
glass. No lensesare used in this description of light, but lamps which 
burn kerosene and have large silvered reflectors will he placed 
round the interior of the lantern. The light will be visible under 
ordinary circumstances for a distance of fifteen miles. The frame- 
work of the tower is very stronyly built of Aivki. It was at first 
intended t» erect the light upon the fort, which is within a stone’s 
throw of the present site, but the Japanese authorities, after 
agreeing to this plan, changed their minds and refused to let it 
be done. Seeing that the fort is untenanted, and its armament 
removed, it 1s dithcult to acconnt for this refusal 

We were informed by the European engincer in charge of the 
works that a light exactly similar to the above would be shortly 
placed upon the tower now being constructel at Tenposan. We 
also learn that the lighthouse in the Akashi Straits. on the island 
of Awaji, is ready to receive the light apparatus. This Akashi 
light is to be of the first order, one uf those wonderful eombina- 
tions of lenses that all who visited the London Exhibition of 1462 
will remember. In lights of this class sperm oil is used in lieu 
of the less expensive kerosene.

There has heen a falling off in the deliveries of piece goods for 
the past year, and the prices of the principal articles of imported 
cotton goods—grey shirtings and cotton yarn—show a slightly 
lower avcraze. 

The Imperial Mint at Osaka is now nearly ready to commence 
the manufacture and issue of the new coins, and when in full 
working order will be able to coin $40,000 pcr diem, and of sub- 
sidiary coins about 160,000 pieces. ‘The Telegraph line between 
Hiogo and Osuka is in good working order, and tie live of the pro- 
posed railway between the two places located, and the works com- 
menced.

: NAGASAKI. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
(VIA SAN FRANCISCO.) 


hs NaaGasakt, March 16. 
Since writing you cn the 7th inst. via Biindisi, no mails trom 
Europe have reached this, although the French mail of Jan, 20 
was due in Shanghai on the 10th inst. Copies of telegrams ex- 
tending to Feb. 23 came to hand yesterday evening by the Pacific 
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mail steamer Vew York, which announced that “ Peace may be 
considered settled.” The French corvette Linois came in for coal 
on the 9th inst., and left again on the 13th inst. The Russian 
gunhoat Sobo! returned from her cruise on the 14th inst. ; she, 
with H.B.M. gunboat ingdove, remain in harbour. The British 
barque James Puton, from London via Hiogo, arrived here on the 
13th inst., 182 days out. 

A general meeting of the creditors of the estate of Glover and 
Co. is announced to take place om Friday, the 24th inst., at the 
office of the Netherland Trading Company, when the accounts of 
the working of the Takasima mine during the past six months 
will be presented. It is reported that the operations of the mine 
have been interrupted by the water leaking into it ; but asa simi- 
lar event occurred last year it is to be hoped that the present 
difficulty will be speedily overcome. The mine I believe extends 
@ certain distance under the sea, but whether this is the cause of 
the water getting into it I have been unable to learn. 

Dr. van Mansvell has obtained an appointment as Superinten- 
dant of the Hospital established at Higo, and will assume charge 
of it on his return from Batavia ; to which place he shortly pro- 
ceeds for a trip instead of returning to Europe. 

The Governor of Nagasaki Momura, is to be succeeded by a 
new one, who is expected here shortly. Most persons here seem 
to think that his removal will be a loss to foreigners; and in re- 
grettiug his intended departure, our local press is loud in. their 
praises of him; all of which privately he deserves, but it is par- 
ticularly unfortunate that during his governorship so many events 
have taken place which have caused much dissatisfaction among 
foreigners—the most notable being the deportatation of the 
Christians. 

This place is beginning to look a little more lively, but busi- 
ness at present 1s confined to the purchase of articles for Chinese 
consumption, such as seaweed, &c. It is to be hoped that the 
activity will shortly be extended to picce goods, but improvement 
in prices of these chiefly depends upon the stocks in China ; so 
long as these remain heavy the7 only tend to prevent the 
Japanese from purchasing on speculation, lest a further decline 
should take place on the already ruinous prices now current.

The Nagasaki Ecpress has the following on the Governor :— 
Noumura, who for the past few years nas acted so sati-~factorily as 
Governor of this Port, was entertained at a farewell dinner by the 
Consular Body at the Occidental Hotel. The community will learn 
with reeret that Mr. Noumura is soon to leave us, he having been 
appointe:] Chiji of Hid» in Bungo. 

It is given out that the new appointment is a promotion, but 
the general belief is that he has been removed, owing to his popu- 
larity among both the natives and foreigners being too great. 
The new Government, notwithstanding its professions of progress, 
are following fast in the steps of the old one, by never allowing a 
popular Governor, and a man who like Mr. Noumura has made 
only fricnds, to remain in a place too long; and do not take into 
account the benefits likely to arize from one who has the tact of 
not only pleasing the natives but foreigners also. 

The present Governor is the most popular one Nagasaki has yet 
had ; his manner of doing things gave general satisfaction, and 
caused him to be respected by all classes.’ He was liberal in his 
ideas, affable in his manners, and always ready to listen to any 
complaints, and to do all in his power to check abuses; he was 
the right man in the right place, and by removing him the Cen- 
tral Government doa wrong to Mr. Noumura, to Nagasaki, and to 
the country at large. They may yet have occasion to regret this 
step ; troubles are springing up all over Japan, but Nagasaki has 
hitherto been quict, and the people under Mr. Noumura’s good 
government seem satisticd ; but how long it will remain so after he 
leaves us no one can tell. 

If the present Government are really liberal in their ideas, and 
wish to give a publie proof of their appreciation of Mr. Nuumura’s 
services, and are not above taking a little advice, let them at once 
cancel his transfer to Iida, increase his pay, but keep him in 
Nagasaki untik the country is in such a settled state that his 
presence here can be dispensed with. Mr. Noumura in leaving 
Nagasaki takes away with him the good wishes of every body in 
the place, and we wish him a successful future.

HONG KONG. 
The following items were shut out of our las} :— 
PEACE REJOICINGS IN HONG KONG. 

We learn from the Hong Kong Duily Press that the German 
community, on receipt of the first news of the conclusion of peace, 
celebrated the auspicious event by proceeding to Macao in the 
steamer Joyang, which was chartered for the occasion, and was 
very tastefully decorated. They left on the 9th, and returned 
tiie same night at ten o’clock after a very pleasant trip. during 
which the amusements were of a very varied nature, terminating 
by a dance on board. 

On the 10th March a special service in the German language 
was held at the Union Chapel, Pastor Klitzki, assisted by the Rev. 
R. Lechler, officiating, and almost all, if not the whole, of the 
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aaitine community being in attendance. Savaraleppeopeatey- appropriate 
hymns were sung, the choruses being rendered with great effect 
by some of the amateurs, and the whole service being of a solemn 
and stirring character, suited to the occasion. 

In the evening a banquet was held at the Club Germania, 
which was very tasefully decorated with the flags of all nations 
and emb'ematic designs; and the attendance of an admirable 
baad heightened the pleasantness of the entertainment. A variety 
of toasts were given, but throughout the whole proceedings care 
was taken to exclude all political allusions, beyond those natu- 
rally arising in celebrating the return of the great national bless- 
ing of Peace, the Emperor of Germany, the Army and its Com- 
manders, and, lastly, a few solemn and eloquent words were given 
in memory of the dead, and in sympathy with the wounded in 
the war. 

A very pleasant incident took place during the banquet. The 
mail steamer 7'ravancore, which had arrived shortly before, 
brought out information to the North German Consul that a de- 
coration of the order of the Crown had been sent by the Emperor, 
with the request that it should be handed to Mr. Julius Menke 
ag a testimony of approval of the services rendered by him as 
Viee-Consul at Hong Kong. This was announced during the 
baaquet, the intimation Paine received witb Breat enthusiasm. 


THE “ BLACKADDER” AND THE “ VOLGA ”—COLLISION. 

On March 8 the Court gave judgment in the cross actions be- 
tween the owners of the British ship Blackadder and the Messa- 
geries Maritimes of France. In the case of the Bluckadder v. the 
Volga the judye pronounced for the promonent, and directed 
a reference to the registrar to assess the amount of damages. On 
the question of costs the Chief Justice said that the non-compli- 
aace by the Plackadder with the 2nd Article of the regulations for 

reventing collisions at sea, appended to the Order in Council of 

an. 9, 1863, in no way occasioned or contributed to the colli- 
sion, but there was on the night of the collision a non-compliance 
with the second Article of the Regulation for a period of nearly 
two hours before the collision occurred. Though the mis- 
conduct of the Blackadder, in not duly exhibitin:s r her lights 
at sunset and fer about two hours, till the Volya was In 
sight, did not occasion the collision, it probably occasioned 
this litigation. It is probable that, informed as the azents 
for the Messageries Maritimes Company here were, that 
no lights were, in fact, seen by the crew of the Voiga, they 
were led to believe by the written statement of the captain that 
the lights were not exhibited by the Blackadder until shortly be- 
fore the collision, and they naturally, though it turns out erro- 
neously, inferred that no such lights had been exhibited until after 
the collision was imminent. Both parties were ordered to pay their 
own costs, and the Judge expressed the hope that this decision 
might tend to prevent what seems to be a practice—a most dan- 
gerous practice—the petty saving of oil by an habitual non-com- 
pliauce, for a few hours sometimes aud at other times during all 
the night, with the wise regulation of the Board of Trade ‘that 
lights be carried “in all weathers, from sunset to sunrise.’ 


The Queen’s Advocate made three applicati ions in Admiralty 
in Ee ect of claims for bounty for destruction of piratical crafts 
by H.M.S. /duughty some five or six yearsago. Order was made 
jn each case. Mr. Francis instructed the Queen’s Advocate (Llon. 
J. Pauncefote). 

In the matter of Metta, the bankrupt, Leong Aon, compradore 
to Messrs. Gibb, Livingaton and Co., having been chosen creditors’ 
assignee. Mr. Sharp applied to the ‘Court to confirm the appoint- 
ment. Mr. Caldwell, for the National Bank, the largest creditor, 
opposed ; but on the objection of Mr. Sharp that no proof had 
been put in, the matter was adjourned to enable Mr. Caldwell to 
comply with the requisite forms. 

In the matter of Abdoollally, a bankrupt, Mr. Brereton, for the 
opposing creditor, applied for the committal of the bankrupt for 
contempt of Court, in disobeying an order of the Court, made 
about twelve mouths ago, for the “hb: vukrupt to put ray certain ac- 
counts. The Court characterised the conduct of the bankrupt as 
being quite inexcusable, and he was ordered to stand committed 
until he had found security in 51,000 for his appearance a fort- 
night hence, when a peremptory order for the accounts to be put 
in was made. 

Administration in the estate of the late Mr. J. C. Whyte was 

nted to Mr. Sharp, attorney for the executrix, Miss Whyte, in 

Sngland. Property sworn under &25,0U0. 

Among the passengers by the steamer Sarpedon, for England, 
was the Hon IF. Forth. It may fairly be presumed that Mr. 
Forth has bade a final “good-bye” to the colony, and that he 
has retired to enjoy in his native land the honouralle leisure 

to which he is sv well entitled. We belicve we may say with 
pene truth that the good wishes of the residents of Long 

ong will follow him. 

The departure of Mr. TI. C. Caldwell by the mail has been the 
signal for an expression of regard which seldom falls to the lot 
of a private resident in this colony. An address was presente: 
to him by the Chinese communities of Hong Kong and Canton 
couched in terms the most flattering and poetical ; ; and with it 
was accompanied one of the most tastefully-wrought tarkards we 

have yet seen. The piece of silver is a neat imitution of gold- 
fish, shells, and marine flora. 
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From momthe is Hashour. Master’ s Report we learn that the cross in- 
crease of ships and tonnage on the year 1869 is 2,453 “vessel, 
with a carrying capacity of 311,028 tons. Of this increase there 
are 20,543 tons from Great Britain, 48,349 tons from India, 
28 436 tons from Siam, 86,615 tons from Japan, 32,166 tons 
from Macao, and 109, 594 tons from the ports in China an! For- 
mosa, whilst from other places there is a decrease. Of the 
ships of different nations arriving at this port, there is a 
marked increase in those under. the British flay, consist- 
ing of 133 vessels and 161.520 tons. The number and tvunage 
of vessels under the French and American flazs have also in- 
creased, whilst those under the North German flag, in conseuwnence 
of the war, have 87 vessels with 26,148 tons less than in 1869 
and this lar ee diminution is but the etlect of a few months’ hosti 
lities. Under the head emigration there is a sensible decrease. 
amounting to 3,460 men, 1,549 women, 204 boys, and eizlity girls’ 
The opposition evinced in the United States of America to the in 
troduction of Chinese labour is having its effect, whether for good 
or evil remains to be seen. Emigration under contract is at pre- 
sent prohibited at Hong Kong, except to British Possessions, but 
to these the restrictions and difficulties are so great that "only 
seventy Chinese left for Labuan during the year.

LITERATURE. 


Travels of a Pioneer of Commerce in Pigtail and Petticoats; or, 
an Overland Journey from China towards India. By T. T. Cooper. 
London: John Murray. 

In the preface to this handsome and attractive volume Mr. 
Cooper anticipates the objections which he thinks most likely to 
force themselves on the minds of the readers of his narrative. He 
tells us that the circumstances of the journey he describes 
absolutely precluded scientific observation ; the only instrument 
taken, viz., a thermometer, was broken at an early stage, and tra- 
velling by boat and chair is not favourable to minute investiga- 
tion. The author also explains that the map which he gives is 
not intended to show the correct geography of the countries 
through which he passed, but merely to help the reader to follow 
him in his expedition. In other words, the volume before us may 
be regarded rather as a vivid account of adventures and impres- 
sions than as a guide-book strictly available for future pilgrims 
in the same peons track. The apology is a fair one, and we 
- Can assure Mr. Cooper that his readers will find it amply borne 

out. The journey ks undertook was as dangerous as it was inter- 

esting, and his account of his adventures in the course of his 
travels has the charm which must always attach to an unbroken 
series of always amusing, and sometimes exciting and instructive, 
scenes, 

The project of the present journey was suggested to Mr. Cooper 
60 long ago as 1862, when the author met Dr. Clement Williams, 
who had just returned from an expedition up the Irrawaddy to 
Bhamo ; but Mr. Cooper's purpose of attempting to reach China 
from Rangoon by following Dr. Williams’s route had to yield to 
the force of circumstances, and it was not till the end of 1867, 
after a residence of several years at Shanghai, that he found him- 
self free to indulge in them. Sir Macdonald Stephengon’s map 
of China, showing a projected railway from the Yangtzse to Bha- 
mo, #2 Talifoo, showed the importance to Rangoon of commercial 
intercourse with China in that direction ; and it seemed to Mr. 
not help to bring Calcutta into 








Cooper that this line would 
commercial relations with her, as the Irrawaddy would be the 
highway by which the trade would naturally descend between 
Yunnan and Rangoon, making that port, instead of Calcutta, 
the depot of trade between our Indian possessions and Yunnan. 
Mr. Cooper resolved therefore to try for a more direct road to 
Calcutta, and he decided to attempt Blakiston’s projected route. 
Having formed this intrepid resolution, Mr. Cuoper prepared for 
his necessary travelling metamorphosis by one to the pigtail 
and petticoats, and by accustoming himself to the use of those 
necessary, but strange accessories of travel. By Mr. Wade’s ad- 
Vice he took no instruments with him, for fear of arousing the 
Opposition of the people; and he obtained a passport at Kiu- 

ng, describing him as an English scholar, travelling on the 
Great River and through the countries beyond to India. Ac- 
companied by a Chinaman, named George Phillips, @ native of 
Hankow, who acted as interpreter, Mr. Cooper commenced his 
exploration in January, 1868. We do not propose to accompany 
him through all the adventures he encountered, since we can 
cordially recommend his present account of them to our readers, 
assuring them that they will findhim a very agreeable companion 
for a fireside traveller ; but, pending their procuring the volume 
for themselves, we present a how of the scenes which seem to lend 
themselves most readily to extract. 

Here is an adventure to start with :— 

While threading our way down one of these narrow passes, I happened 
to be in front of the baggage ponies, when one of them was struck by a 
mass of rock, which rolled from above ; the frightened animal rushed 
madly down the path, and I had only time to look back and perceive 
my danger. A collision seemed inevitable, which would have hurled us 
all down the precipitous side of the mountain with the foaming torrent 
below. Ina moment I threw myself flat down across the path, the 
frightened animal leaped over me, and cannoning against my saddle 
pony, slipped and fell, rolling over the precipice, with a scream of agony,

From thisstate, however, Iwas 
soon roused by the girls, who came up in a group, pulling along in 
their midst a pretty girl of sixteen, attired in a silk dress, and adorned 
with garlands of flowers. I had already noticed this girl sitting apart from 
the others during the meal, and was very much astoni-hed when she was 
reluctantly dragged up to me and made to seat herself by my side ; and 
my astonishment was considerably heightened when the rest of the girls 
began to dance round us in a circle, singing and throwing their gar- 
lands over myself and my companion. 

I was beginning to feel that it would be as well to move, and rose for 
the purpose of giving orders to saddle, when Philip came up looking 
very foolish, and with a long face, said; ‘‘ Well, Sir! this is a bad busi- 
ness; That young girl has been sent instead of the servant I hired, and 
they have married you to her!!” My first impulse was to roar with 
laughter ; but the next moment I realised the serious awkwardness 
of my predicament. That I had become a victim to a cus. 
tom of Thibet, of which I was not altogether ignorant, was apparent ; 
and the idea of encumbering myself with a useless girl was dread- 
fully startling. The grove, before so cool and pleasant, became dark 
und stifling; the limbs of the walnut trees, which I had been pla- 
cidly admiring for their gigantic proportions, seemed transformed as 
by enchantment into the arms of demons uplifted to clutch me. For a 
short time I sat utterly bewildered ; at last, however, I called up the 
two elderly women, who proved to be the aunts of my bride, and in- 
formed them that it was not the custom of Englishmen to marry strange 
women or buy them, and that they must take back their niece, a 
this they set up loud® lamentations, in which all the girls joined. The 
clamour soon brought several men and women from a neighbouring 
house, and I was unanimously pronounced to be a great scoundrel, who 
wished to cast disgrace upon a respectable family who had given me 
their daughter. 


The following is in Mr. Cooper’s best style. He is threatened 
with “ requisitions ” by some local authorities :— 

They entered with an air of great importance, followed by five sol- 
diers, and seating themselves on my bed, handed Philip the letters, de- 
siring him to read them. The first one ran as folows:—‘ Just now 
there is a great fight. The General Seang-Owhau wants money. He 
desires that the English merchant, Tang Koopah, will lend him two 
thousand five hundred seeang, which shall be repaid after the fight. If

powder. For the general good of the people and the country those must 
be lent to the General, in order that the Mahomcdans may be frightened 
with these foreign guns.” When Philip had read these letters he told 
me that they only bore the seal of the General’s writer, and were with- 
out date. 

Laughing in very bitterness of soul I told the scoundrels that I ot 
no money to lend, for eighty taels was all I possessed, and barely suffi- 
cient to enable me to reach my country. Ho Ta-lowya then, ina bully- 
ing manner, declared that he did not believe it, and would search me, 
and at once’gave orders to his soldiers to examine my luggage. I told 
him quietly that 1 should not allow this; then, seeing that they really 
intended violence, I asked them to call Tien, and said that if he ordered 
me to show my baggage I would consent. To this they agreed, and Tien 
was called ; he soon made his appearance, and innocently asked what 
was the matter. The farce of explaining matters to him was gone 
through, when, with a friendly air and voluble assurances that no harm 
was intended, he advised me to let the Gencral’s messenger see that I 
really had not got the money, and to give them what I had, which would 
soon be returned. 

It was evident that a robbery was intended, and it was equally plain 
that the loss of my remaining eighty tacls would render it impossible 
for me to reach either Burmah or Bathang. I resolved, therefore, to 
stand to them till the last, and, pretending to agree with Ticn, I sug- 
gested that the soldicrs should be sent out, to make room for Philip to 
display all my possessions. My cunning friends were duped; they or- 
dered the soldiers out of the room, and, when the last one had passed 
out, I sprang to the door, shot to the wooden bolt, and drawing my re- 
volver, covered Tien’s head. My blood was up, and as I stood glaring 
at the frightened scoundrels cowering before me I felt a devilish inclina- 
tion to blow out first their brains, and then my own. For several seconds 
no one spoke, and at last I said to Tien, “ Ah! you havo got mein your 
yamun, and think to rob me more easily. Guod ! Now, listen. I will 
show you everything I have, even to my eighty taels, and if one of you 
puts a fingers on them I’ll shoot you all, and then destroy myself, 
When I had done speaking Ho-ta-lowya called to the soldiers to shoot 
me through the window, and the end of a gingall was shoved through 
the paper. I hesitated for a second to fire at Tien, and then finding 
that the soldiers did not fire, I told Tien, still pointing my revolver at 
his head, that the moment I was struck my revolver would go off, and 
shoot him. His terror, on hearing this, was perfectly sickening ; he 
screamed at the soldier (who was trying to light the match of his gin- 
| gall by the aid of a flint and steel) not to fire, and to take away his

THE CHINESE DESPATCH. 

(May Ist.) The Earl of Carnarvon asked the noble Earl opposite 
(Granville) whether he could confirm the authenticity of a telegram 
‘from Shanghai which had appeared in the public press, according to 
which the Chinese Government had demanded that female schools 
should be abolished, that teaching contrary to the doctrines of Con- 
facius should be prohibited, and that all missionaries, except those at 
Treaty Ports, should be regarded as Chinese subjects; a declaration 
being added that in the event of another massacre compensation would 
not be granted, and that only the actual murderer would be punished. 
This announcement had already caused considerable anxiety, and if the 
neble E:rl was in possession of such a de-patch from the Chinese Go-

THE CHINESE DESPATCH. 

(May Ist.) Mr. Maanrao(L.) asked the Under-Secretary of State 
for Foreign Affiirs whether the Government had received any infor- 
mation from Mr. Wade in regard to an announcement said to have 
been made by the Chinese Government which would appear to be in 
contravention of their treaty obligations with foreign countries. He 
likewise wizhed to know whether the report was correct that a Minis- 
ter had been appointed to China. 

Mr. Macriz (L.) also asked the Under-Secretary of State for 
Foreign Affairs whether he had any information (or would communi- 
cate to that House when he should have it) as to the matters reported 
in a telegraphic despatch from Shanghai, dated the 12th of April, re- 
lating to the treatment of missionaries. 

Lord Enrie.p said a telegram was received some time since from 
Mr. Wade, at Peking, to the effect that he had sent a circular on the 
missionary question which had been addressed unofficially by the Chi- 
nese Government to foreign legations. Up to the present time, how- 
ever, the despatch containing the circular in question had not been 
received at the Foreign-office. He could not positively undertake to 
produce a document which he had not yet seen, but whenever it came 
to hand he would at once communicate with his hon. friends on the 
subject. As to the second question put by bis hon. friend the member 
for St. Ives, he had no information to give on that point. 

Mr. Macniac thought that as Mr. Wade not unfrequently sent a 
telegram when nothing had occurred, he might possibly have sent one 
when something bad occurred. 

Lord ENFIELD said a telegram had been received from Mr. Wade 
atating that the circular had been received by him, and that he would 
forward it by mail.

Mr. GuapstonE said the office of Minister at Peking was not actually 
vacaat. Sir Rutherford Alcock was British Minister there; he wae at 
present in England on leave of absence, after a residence of four years 
at his post, and provision was made during the absence of Sir Ruther- 
ford Alcock for the discharge of his duties by the appointment of Mr. 
Wade as Chargé d' Affaires. He was bound to say that, in the opinion 
of the Government, that was a very effective provision, Mr. Wade 
being 2 man of ability and thorough competence in the discharge of 
the duties of the mission, and possessing, in addition to other more 
general qnalifications, a very competent knowledge of the Chinese 
language, so that he had all the gifts necessary to the satisfactory ful- 
filment of his functions.

HONG KONG GAMBLING. 

The Globe remarks that if the Parisians are sincere in their expres- 
sed hostility to the Germans, the temples ef roue-et-noir and roulette 
at Homberg, Baden, and other watering places will be deserted, and 
the Newly-crowned Emperor, when they have ceased to pay a hand- 
some revenue to the State, will possibly order them to be closed. The 
disappointed gamblers, casting about for a suitable locality in which 
to pursue their favourite pastime, will learn with surprise that they 
may find it on British territory. Inthe J7¥ong Kong Daily Press of 
March 8th there appears a memorandum from Chief Justice Smale, 
handed in at the last meeting of the Legislative Council, in which he 
recapitulates some of the reasons sent to the Colonial Secretary why 
gambling should be suppressed in the colony. But putting aside his 
legal arguments, on the ground of morality alune, the reasons for sup- 
pression appear very cogent indeed. It has fostered and caused many 
serious crimes and suicides. There are fifteen gambling houses in 
Hong Kong, while in the worst times at Paris there were only eight; 
and in the few places in Germany where gambling is allowed, one 
only usually exists. Within the first two years of the licensing system he 
calculates that over 20,000.000 dols. have been won and lost across the 
gaming table, and that under any calculation, this represents a mass 
of gambling which is unequalled according to population anywhere. 
Gambling is a ciime in China as well as in England, and the actual 
licensing of it being a crime, lowers the prestige of the English 
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Government and name, more especially as it was actually put down by 
a*good governor lately in Canton province, 


Sir Joun F. Davis, late Governor of Hong Kong, has published a few 
observutions on the art of swimming, under the quaint title of Float- 
ing before Swimming ; or, Every Man his own Corks ;” and the gist 
of the worthy baronct’s argument, which he has dedicated to the Hu- 
mane Society, seems to be that it is advisable to learn t> float before 
you attempt to swim—because “as a man must stand before he can 
walk, so he must float before he can swim.” Thie assertion, which 
some of our practical readers may perhaps be inclined to dispute, is 
not much strengthened by the obvious truism that ‘‘a log of light 
wood floats on account of its buoyancy, and not because it can swim.” 
The author’s form of argument is, however, too eccentric to be given 
in any one else’s words when his own are available. He saya:— 
“Every man, woman, and child sn Great Britain would be as safe 
from sinking as this log of wood, if they would think as little about it, 
and remain equally quiet.” We might suggest that “every man, 
woman, and child,” out of Great Britain, possesses precisely the same 

eculiarity, because a person is not any lighter in the water because 

e is of light complexion. ‘“ Nature,” he proceeds, ‘“‘ has benevolently 
given us this buoyant principle of safety in common with the beasts, 
and we perversely mar it by our ignorant terrors.” This is not with- 
out truth, but it should be taken cum grano salis—like the water in 
which it is most easy toswim. Sir John’s motive in his present little 
brochure is truly benevolent, and we hope the publication may tend 
to the realisation of his object. We would, however, recommend those 
who wish to put his theory into practice not te get out of their depth 
in making the experiment. 


ZooLocioaL Socrery.—At a meeting of this society, held at their 
Rooms in Hanover square, on Tuesaday, the 2nd of May, a very interest- 
ing paper by Viscount Walden was read by the Secretary, upon the 
‘‘ Birds of the Island of Celebes.” The paper was illustrated by va- 
rious explanatory tables of the genera of the various kinds of birds 
described, which consisted of 193 varieties, showing to what countries 
they were due for their naturalisation. Several specimens of small 
birds were on the table, which had been collected by Mr. Wallace, 
who was known some years ago as an indefatigable naturalist in the 
Malay Archipelago. We trust the Zoological Society will soon be 
turning their earnest attention to the collection of specimens of natural 
history in China, and we can assure them they will there find a field 
for production which will clear up many present difficult points in 
connection with the countries from which various animals and birds 
may have originally come. 


THE Envoys from the Burmese Empire, accompanied by Cap- 
tain Sprye, arrived in Liverpool from chester. They were re- 
ceived by Mr. Blood, secretary of the Chamber of Commerce, who 
proceeded with them to the North-Western Hotel, at which they are 
staying. In the course of the afternoon several of the distinguished 
visitora were conducted on ’Change, where they attracted great atten- 
tion. In the evening the Envoys dined with the Mayor (Alder- 
man Livingstone) at the Town-hall. The President of the Chamber 
of Commerce, Mr. W. B. Forwood, has invited the Council of the 
Chamber to meet the visitora at dinner on Tuesday evening. 


AN experiment with Chinese labour in the manafacture of cotton 
goods has been tried at Baton Rouge, U.S., which promises to lead to 
important results; 160 Chinese have been employed on the looms im 
the Penitentiary workehope. They are paid twenty-jwo dollars @ 
month in gold, and even at these wages Mr. James considera them 
quite as cheap as convict labour. The results of this experiment are 
attracting much attention throughout the South, and we understand 
that several cotton milla are projected in different localities in which 
white labour will be employed by day and Chinese labour by night. 


Tue Rev. ALEXANDER WILLIAMSON, B.A., of Chefoo, China, we observe, 
has had the degree of Doctor of Laws (LL.D.) conferred upon him by 
the University of Glasgow, of which he isa graduate. Dr. William- 
son, whose work upun North China, Mancharia, &c., created no slight 
interest, in his labours as representative of the Scottish National 
Bible Society, is about to returo to Chefoo, and undertakes in addition, 
i understand, the United Presbyterian Church of Scotland Mission 

ere.

STEAM CLIPPERS TO CHINA. 
(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 

Str,—The remarks in your issue of the 24th April regarding 
‘Insurance on Steamers to China and Japan” encourage me to 
trouble you with a few lines on the subject of the miserable 
made by some of the “splendid full-powered screw steamers ” 
which are placed on the berth by some of the leading brokers in 
the trade. My own immediate attention is more particalanly 
called to the Oberon and Parana. 

The Oberon left London, according to your tables, on the 29th 
October, for Singapore, Hong Kong, and Yokohama. She arrived 
at the latter port on the 10th March, after the modest passage of 
132 days. Of this it is only fair to add that five days were occu- 
pied at Mocha giving shelter to a number of civiliaus during an 
Arab rebellion. She was advertised as a ‘‘ splendid auxiliary screw 
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steam clipper ” of ‘*300-horse power effective.” 
90s. and 10 per cent. 
The case of the Parana seems almost worse. She was adver- 
tised as ‘the splendid full-powered screw steamer,” “ 180-horse 
wer nominal.” Freight to Japan, 100s. and 10 per cent. 


Freight to Japan 


he sailed from Deal on the 7th December, arriving at Singapore 


on the 19th February,—seventy-four days! Au reste, all I can 
hear of this ‘splendid full-powered steamer” is, that she left 
Singapore on the 24th February, arriving at Hong Kong on the 
11th March, and was still there on the 22ud—105 days out ! 

From Yokohama there are advised arrivals to 8th April, and 
I conclude that had this wonderful steamer arrived prior to that 
date she would have been included in the advise. She has thus 
been allowed 122 days from Daal to Yokohama, and does not ap- 

to have accumplished the extraordinary feat. 

As a contrast I would mention the voyages of the sailing vessels 
Lothatr and Serica to Yokohama, both from London. The former 
accomplished the passage in 140 days, and the latter in less than 
186 days. ‘These are by no means extraordinary passages, and I 
only instance them as made at the same season of the year as the 
above steamers. 

Now a word about brokers. Is it not as much their duty to pro- 
tect shippers as to look after the interests of shipowners? We 
give them our goods to ship, and we pay steamer rates. Should 
not they consider rt a moral obligation to see we get our money’s

Srez,—It was always felt by those who favoured the Taiping re- 
bellion m China, and witnessed with pain the efforts of the French 
and English Governments to uphold the Imperial power, that 
the tine would come when that action would be regretted, and 
foreigners be made to suffer for such erroneous policy. Indeed, 
every one was sure that, so soon as they possibly could, the pro- 
vinicial authorities would do without aid by foreigners in fighting 
the rebels. and that then the mandarins would cast their em- 
ployés on the world, in utter disregard of past services. But few 
were prepared for what has also occurred, viz., an attempt to ig- 
nore the memory of the brave men who did so much for them ; 
this being shown in their having removed the tomb which covered 
the remains of General Ward at Sung-Kiang-fu, and taken away 
a slab which bad been erected in the same city by order of Le, 
Taoutai (Deputy Viceroy) of the province ot Kiangsu, inJuly 1865, 
to commemorate as well the name of Ward (General), as of two 
majors, eleven captains, and a lieutenant of that army which 
battled—though zot always victoriously—with the Taiping revo- 
lutionists. These removals, according to a correspondent of the 
Budget (a Shanghai newspaper), were effected—in the matter of 
the tomb and bones of Ward—by the mandarins Ying and Chang, 
as far back as September, 1867 (Ying being chief magistrate of 
the city at the time), the slab being torn down by a mob of Lite- 
rati—young students who had flocked to the University in April 
last year to be examined for the degree of Bachelor of Arts ; in 
both cases representatives of the native aristocracy, the party 
who so bitterly oppose all progress of the foreigner in China, and 
yet the party for whom those foreigners had fought so usefully. 

In drawing your attention to the circumstances here narrated, 
I would ask you to point out to the British Government that as 
they, by the Ministry of the time, gave countenance to the Eng- 
lishmen who fought for the Imperialists, so it is a duty on their 
part now to insist on those services being in so far acknowledged 
as that the slab shall be restored with honourable display. As 
for Ward’s tomb and bones, that is a business which the United 
States Consul-General has already taken in hand, and will, no 
doubt, be brought to a proper issue. Ward, an unscrupulous, 
though gallant fellow, was killed in action over a hundred miles 
from the spot he was moved to, and placed there because it was 
deemed to be the most honourable location in a town which he 
retook from the rebels, the first trophy in what was deemed a 
career of glory. Thetomb erected over the body, however, was 
bué ® poor ornaxaent to the beautiful compound in front of the 
temple ; it resembled, in size and appearance, the huge hood of 
& railway baggage waggon, it being always understood that as 
soon as peaceful times came, it should be replaced by a more 
suitable memorial. And, finally, let-Her Majesty's Government 
take warning from the past, and in future be sure that their 
efforts to uphold a dynasty or party are not misplaced. 

Among the anomalies which encluster China and its politics, it 
will surprise some to learn that the very /iterati, whose hatred to 
the Taipings was gratified by foreign aid, would have been 
gladder had their Manchu rulers been driven out of the country, 
the battle for supreme power then lying between the native aris- 
tocracy and the heads of the rebellion ; and it is only hy bearing 
this in miud that we can comprehend why the said literati would 
now do dishonour to the remains of men who, when in life, thought 
they were assisting the native aristocracy in holding their own. 
The time seems close at hand when this difference between the 
Manchu and the native aristocracy will create a sensation, and 
it will be well for us to be properly advised of which side to sup- 

® So far as our experience and observation go, the Manchus 
will do credit to any aid we may give them in ruling the country 
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efficiently ; the hate of us by i‘erats is hardly likely ever to be 
eradicated, and they must be kept down —I am, Sir, &c., 
London, 2nd May, 1871. .Tav. 





THE NEW DECREE AGAINST WOMEN, <&o. 
(COMMUNIOATED. ) 

That the Emperor of China should arrogate to himself the title 
of the Son of Heaven, and refuse to acknowledge any other 
Sovereign as an equal is bad enough—that he should claim ex- 
clusive proprietorship of so Jarge and important a section of God’s 
earth is worse ; but that his Government should assume dominion 
over the mind and conscience of one-third of our fellow men is 
a pretension that can never for one moment be admitted on any . 
ground whatever. And the preposterousness of this assumption 
stands§forth in all its deformity when we consider the history 
aud character of that Government. The present dynasty 
is a foreign power, which theoretically has as little right to 
dictate what shall be the belief of the Chinese as we have. 
Again, according to Chinese law they have forfeited their 
right to rule over China, for they have proved themselves 
unable to subdue rebellions, modify famime, put down piracy, 
or provide for the peace and security of the Empire. But 
we shall not enlarge on these matters, nor shall we dwell on 
the fact that they are indebted to us for their deliverance, as a 
dynasty, from the Taepings. Nor shall we speak of their incon- 
sistency, inasmuch as there is no department in their State where 
the doctrines of Confucius are not violated every day ; nor shall 
we refer to the anomaly that they are dependent upon Christians 
for the farming of their customs (not being able to trust their 
own countrymen), and without whose help they could not continue 
to exist ; nor shall we refer to the want of truth and honour which 
characterises officials of every grade, and all classes and con- 
ditions of the people, showing how terribly they need some 
doctrine of more weight than he platitudes of Confucius. We 
shall speak of one or two things which have been done in Peking 
during these few years by the high Ministers of the Em- 
peror, and which are not generally known. Four summers 
ago there was a great drought in the province of Chih-li, 
which extended over several months. The diviners were 
summoned, they declared that it was necessary to procure @ 
piece of iron which lay at the bottom of a well in a city on the 
confines of Shansi, ten or twelve days’ journey from the capital. 
A high mandarin was despatched to bring it; he went witha 
grand retinue and returned in triumph with the piece of iron, 
wrapped in red cloth, which was duly deposited in the temple of 
the God of the City. The high officials of the Empire repaired 
thither and duly “ worshipped the piece of iron.” Some rain fell ; 
the rejoicing was great, and honours were bestowed by the Em- 
pas upon the local temple and the well—all of which were ela- 

rately set forth in the Peking Gazette at the close of last year. 
The rain, however, was not sufticient, and the rulers had again re- 
course to the diviners. This time they intimated that a tigers 
head must be obtained and cast into a certain spring at the hills 
near the capital. In due course the tiger’s head was procured ; 
and Wen-siang, who may be called the Prime Minister of China— 
the man most renowned of all for ability and intclligence— 
went in procession and threw the head into the fountain. 

About the same time the Government wished to build a bridge 
on the south-east of the city. They could find no solid founda- 
tion for the stones, which invariably sank into the loose, watery 
soil. The diviners declared that twelve, living children were re- 
quired—six male and six female ; these were to be thrown into 
the pool, and then the building could go on. We were never able 
to discover whether this horrible atrocity was actually perpe- 
trated, for they conceal such things as much as possible from 
foreigners, but the great probability, if mot certaiuty, is that it 
was done, for the immolation of one or two children to secure the 
integrity of abridge isa common thing in China. During the 
following year there was another drought. A great shed was 
erected outside Peking, a picture of the dragon was placed in it, 
and then a representative of the Emperor daily went there, and 
beat the gong and worshipped. Such facts could be multiplied 
ad infinitum. Mark, these things were done, not by[the priests or 
the people, but by the officials of the Empire. And, if the blind 
lead the blind, what can be expected ? Some have said that these 
officials do not believe in the nostrums. The more the shame if 
they perform these fantastic tricks only to please the people. 
But the probability is that they do believe in them, and thc faot 
that Chung How, the present ambassador to Europe, caused offer- 
ings to be made to the Goddess of the Sea for deliverance from 
® storm in the Gulf of Pe-chih-li shows how far gone they are 
in the most absurd superstitions. 

We might also refer to their profound faith in another class of 
superstitions, Viz., those relatiug to the “ Fung Shui,” —and their 
consequent opposition to the opening of mines, railways, tele- 
graphs, &c. Not long ago they allocated a house in Peking to 
a,certain foreigner, high in their own employment. It was near 
the residence of one of their ministers, and so they coolly told him 
that he must not put up chimneys on the east side of lis houre 
lest they should damage the life or good luck of their colicague ! 
Many have wondered why hostility to the education or instructio 
of the women is so marked in the coming despatch. The reason 
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is well known to every one acquainted with Chinese society: They | 


say “women have no souls” such as men have ; “their sole duty 
is to serve and obey man;” and this is carried so far that the 
Government regularly grant tablets and monumental pillars 
to be erected in honour of women who commit suicide on the 
death of their husbands to follow him to Hades, or daughters 
who take poison on the death of their father. There is 
a temple for such tablets in every city in China. The 
schools in China are all boys’ schools. No education is pro- 
vided for the females ; and so the girls grow up in ignorance and 
superstition, and the victims of the most painful usages. Thk 
condition of the women is the great blot on the civilisation of 
China. The authorities wish them to remain as they are; they 
fear the light, and hence their extraordinary manifesto. But are 
such things to be assented to? The women of Christendom will 
rise, and demand that the claim be indignantly rejected. It is 
absolutely intolerable; comment on such doings is superfluous. 
They show the unutterable ridiculousness of the demands now 
made, and also the truculent conduct of those foreigners who 
have instigated them to make such claims,and who support them 
in their pretensions. We may have done them harm in our inter- 
course with them, but assuredly we alone have the antidote ; and 
of all things Christianity should not be interdicted access to that 
country. 


‘THE INTERNATIONAL EXHIBITION. 

The buildings erected for the Exhibition extend along the eastern 
and western sides of the Horticultural Gardens, from the wings of the 
conservatory nearly to the site of the Exhibition of 1862. They are 
two stories in height, and of a permanent character, constructed of 
red brick with terra cotta decorations. Each building may be de- 
scribed as consisting of a single room, or gallery, on each floor, and 
these galleries are about 28 feet in width by 530 in length. The length 
is, however, partially broken up by internal partitions. At each end 
-a broad staircase, of easy steps and frequent landings, serves to con- 
nect the floors; so that the general plan is simplicity itself, and visi-ors 
will be able to find, without the least difficulty, any object they may 
desire to see. The western ground-floor gallery is devoted entirely to 
machinery in motion, and here for the first time at any Exhibition 
the processes of the English worsted manufacture are fully shown. 
‘The power required for the machinery is supplied by a Warsop’s patent 
aero-steam engine. The principal feature of the western upper gallery 
is a large collection of pictures and sculpture by British artists. The 
middle room is devoted to water colour drawings and the terminal 
rooms to oil paintings. The smaller intermediate rooms contain— 
one, a collection of objects of Oriental manufacture ; the other mocaics 
and miscellaneous works of art. On the eastern side the floor of the 
lower gallery is occu; ied from end to end by cases containing speci- 
mens of the pottery of all nations. On the upper floor the room at 
the nothern extremity is devoted to Belgian fine art, while French 
fine art occupies the long room at the southern extremity. So far 
then as distinct arrangement and classification are concerned there is 
no complaint to be made, but when attention is directed to the mul- 
tifarious objects exhibited in the several departments, an impression 
is left on the mind of something wanting, and the conviction gains 
strength of the vast inferiority of the present collection to those 
brought together in 1851 and 1862. Excepting in the matter of 
painting it cannot be admitted that any one nation finds adequate re- 
presentation. Even in the case of pottery, which predominates upon 
much too large a scale, England and Germany figure to an extent 
that seems t» have had the effect of closing even the vast space allotted 
to this class of industry against the productions of other nations. 
The same thing is noticeable in the machinery department, where 
France and Belzium appear to occupy the leading place, hitherto 
taken by British manufacturers. Had the former system of classifica- 
tion by countries still been carried out, England would have figured 
but poorly at any rate, so far as machinery is concerned. 

‘When we estimate the extent to which the Euset is represented 
the deficiencies are most apparent. Indian productions figure to a 
fair extent in scveral of the sections, mostly, perhaps, in those devoted 
%o pottery and fabrics, especially the latter, where a magnificent col- 
lection of Cashmere shuwle attracts much notice. Our readers will 
scarcely realise the fact that China is absolutely unrepresented, save 
by asmall collection of porcelain, forwarded by Messra. Hewitt and Co. 
It is possible—and we trust our supposition is correct—that the ob- 
jects sent from this quarter bave arrived late—as has been the case in 
several instances—and have consequently yet to be placed in position, 
but at present the fact remains as we have stated. Japan does figure 
in the catalogue, hut not to a tithe of the extent which should have 
been the case. The sum total is comprised thus: First, there are 
three vases of porcclain sent by Mrs. Booker, secondly, the same col- 
lection of pottery that appeared in the Exhibition of 1851, and which 
the Commissioners scem to have deemed worthy of again being intro- 
duced to public attention. The most conspicuous object, however, is 
a cabinet of large size and elaborate workmanship, lent by Sir 
Rutherford Alcock, which holds its own well, even under comparison 
with the elegant productions of Messrs. Jackson and Grahamand other 
emiuent firms, with which it is placed in close contiguity, in the sec- 
tion set apart for the display of Arts applied to furniture ; finally, in the 
Edueation department specimens are to be found of the progressive 
achievements in handwriting effected by Japanese students. These 
notes are the results of a single and consequently a somewhat harried 
visit toan as yetincomplete Exhibition, and it is possible, aswe have 
stated, that there are some Far Eastern productions that yet remain 
to be unpacked. Should this be the case, and should anything be de- 
veloped that may better represent the countries with which we are in- 
terested than the few articles that are alluded toabove, we shall not 
fail to make our readers acquainted with the fact. 
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“WE understand that the National Bible Society of Scot 
land and the United Presbyterian Church have already ap- 
pointed gentlemen to wait upon our Government in reference 
to the Chinese Despatch, while the Established Church of 
Scotland and the Free Church of Scotland are also preparing 
to take action in the matter. The deputation will be ready 
to move whenever the despatch arrives, and the nature of 
the demands are fully known. 















THE P. and O. steamer Khedive, now loading at South- 
ampton for Singapore and Hong Kong, will leave on the 
llth, proceeding direct to Port Said for the Suez Canal. 
The Jndus will leave Southampton about the end of the 
month, to take her station on the Indian side. 


THE TEA TRADE OF JAPAN. 
BY PROFESSOR DR. HENKEL. 
(Abridged froma Translation in the Welthandel. ) 

England alone consumed in 1865 nearly 50,000,000 kilos. of tea, 
and the yearly consumption is now estimated at 1°6 kilos. each per- 
son. The English Government introduced, as early as 1834, the cul- 
ture of tea in British East India, and in 1864 the province of Silhet 
had produced already 80.000 lbs. ; the province of Cachar 823,380 Ibs. 
of tea; while in the province of Assam 28,000 human beings were 
employed upon about 200,000 acrea of land to manufacture tea, 
and sent to England more than £300,000 worth. In the year 1848 
Java exported over a million lbs. of tea, although of an inferior 
quality; since this it has very much improved, as we have seen 
by the six different experiments with Green and Black Teas 
at the last Exhibition in Paris. Réunion likewise forwarded sam- 
ples of excellent quality, produced from planta which the French 
procured from Java ; and the Pekoe sorts were equal to any of the 
same descriptions of China Tea. We are convinced that Japan Teas, 
of the quality of which the Japanese have reason to be proud, will in 
time have a great influence on the European markets. The Tea-plant 
is called in Japan “‘ Tsia,” and cultivated not as elsewhere, in large 
gardens and plantations, but merely on the banks of lakes and rivers- 
The first harvest takes place towards the end of February. The newly- 
plucked leaves are collected in paper bags, and dried with the greatest 
care and ceremony ; they are not sent out of the country, but are stored 
up in porcelain jars of enormous value, and the handling of them is 
only permitted with gloves. The second harvest takes place towards 
the end of March or the beginning of April; the third and most plen- 
tiful follows a few weeks later, when the leaves have obtained their fall 
development. The quality ofthe Tea generally depends upon the age 
of the leaves, the youngest of which are the best. The earliest leaves 
are called Jiziban, those of the second harvest, Viban, and those of 
the third harvest Sanban. The finest qualities are ground to powder 
and so stored up. Four qualities of Nidan are distinguished. The 
Sanban sorts are similar to the Tea exported by China to Europe. The 
last quality, which is consumed by mechanics and peasants, is called 
Bantsjaa, and it suffers no change when exposed to the air, while with 
the better sorts the contrary is the case. The finest specimens for the 
Emperor's Court are grown on a hill near Miako, in a position especially 
adapted for their cult ivation. 

Great care is always paid to the thorough drying of the leavesand we 
think that the Chinese might here take a lesson and improve the Tea 
sent to us. We also notice that the Japanese employ snow-water, or 
rain-water if the former is not to be had, and such water develops 
the aromatic properties of the Tea more than spring water. In Japan, 
the island of Ripon especially produces a large quantity of Tea. Naga- 
saki furnishes more of the ordinary and middle kinds, while Yoko- 
hama yields both fine and middle descriptions. The finest Tea comes 
from Yamasiro or Darjee, and does not appear on the market till the 
beginning of September. The districts of Goshoo and Hadchidyi pro- 
duce good Tea, but in small quantities. 
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THE WESLEYAN MISSION TO CHINA. 

The breakfast and public meeting in aid of this Mission has taken 
place under the presidency of J. 8. Suteliffe, Esq., of Bacup. The report 
states that the direct results in the number of converts to Christianity 
may be comparatively small, but the indirect influence upon public 
opinion is sufficient to excite alarm and provoke enmity, both in 
China and England. The appointments in the Canton and Wuchang 
districts were then stated: Canton, East, George Piercy, chairman of 


the district and general superintendent ; Joseph Gibson ; Canton, 
West, John Preston, Heary Parkes; Fatshan, Silvester Whitehead, 
Thomas G. Selby; and in the Wuchang district, Wuchang, David 
Hill and Frederick P, Napier, B.A.; Hankow, Josiah Cox, chairman 
of the district and general superintendent ; William Scarborough ; 
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medical missionary, Dr. F. Porter Smith. A regolution to maintain’ 
missions in China was then unanimously passed. 

In the course of his opening speech the Chairman said :—When it 
ia stated that a country of limited territory like Egypt, and a corrupt 
country like Turkey, each take more of the exports of British pro- 
duce and manufacture than a nation like China, what may we not ex- 
pect our dealings with such a people to become, after the introduction 
of Christianity, the opening up of the country to foreigners, the 
breaking down of the barriers to trade, the shortening of the route 
to China by the recent opening of the Suez Canal, and the instant 
communication with Europe by telegraph? (Loud applause.) Before 

sit down I may say that I have been entrusted this morning with a 
cheque for £50 by my excellent father-in law, Dr. Wood—(cheers)— 
who is not able to be present ; and this morning I received from my 
cousin, Miss Holy, of Leamington, who is not able to be here, the sum 
of £10. (Hear, hear.) 

The circuit reports for the year 1870 are, on the whole, encouraging. 
The following account of the Wuchang District was received from 
the Rev. Josiah Cox :—Its population in 1812 was 27,370,098, or about 
the present population of our United Kingdom. They are a peace- 
able, industrious, and commercial people. The three places occupied 
by our mission—Wuchang, Hankow, and Hanyang—form a “ congeries 
of cities”’ at the junction of the river Han with the Yangteze, and, 
but for these two streams, would form one vast continuouscity. They 
contain the homes, workshops, warehouses, and, one may add, the 
shipping of one million and a-half of people. The whole province 
must be reached by whatever influences this great centre. The Lon- 
don Missionary Society was the first to occupy these important cities, 
and, more recently than ourselves, the American Episcopal Church 
has also occupied this important centre. In one of the central streets 
of Wuchang, and on the great thoroughfare of Hankow. we have 
erected a chapel, where divine service is conducted every Sabbath. and 
prolonged preaching services, of from two to four hours, are held on 
five other days of the week. A native helper preaches and assists the 
foreign missionary in these services. A successful day-school of thirty - 
boys has been in operation for three years in Hankow; and another 
has been struggling into existence in Wuchang for upwards of a year. 
Similar cervices have continued at our Hanyang Chapel. Dr. Smith has 
 seemigeia for six years a great and good work in our hospital at Han- 

ow, prescribing to about eight thousand patients annnally. He also 
crossed over to Wuchang weekly, and administered to the sick there. 

The following report from Fatshan also deserves particular notice :— 
Daring the first six months of the year the chapel was opened for 
public preaching every day, and through help afforded by the brethren 
in the Canton West Circuit, one of the mis<ionaries, as well as the 
native assistant, officiated daily. The congregations were generally 
large, and considerable interest seemed to be awakened. A few per- 
sons were in almost regular attendance, and we entertained the hope 
that some of them might ultimately be gathered into the Church. 
But the disturbances whfch followed the Tientsin Massacre drove them 
away, and the emeute at Fatshan on the 21st of September, by which’ 
the London Mission Chapel was destroyed, put a stop to our preaching 
altogether. We were driven to preach in villages and market-places, 
as opportunity served. We hope, however, to resume our labours in 
Fatshan in the Chinese New Year. 

The Rev. Wm. Williams (Chairman of the Bolton District), in mov- 
ing the first resolution—‘‘ That this meeting, recognising with grati- 
tude the mercifnl preservation of our missionaries in China during 
another year, and the blessing from above which has attended their 
work of faith, resolves still to sustain the missions in that great coun- 
try, fully relying upon the promiscs of the great Head of the Church, 
and assuredly expecting that the seed which is being sown shall in 
due time yield a plentiful harvest "—said :—‘‘ There are very extraor- 
dinary sentiments broached in the present day. If we believe in what 
is called the Darwinian hypothesis, then some wonderful transforma- 
tion may take place in China, and they may become, without our 
efforts, all that we wish them to become. If these 400,000,000 of 
people really have sprung ont of the tadpole, and if by some won- 
derful metamorphosis the tadpole grew into a reptile, and the reptile 
into a marsupial, and the marsupial into a mammalian or a monkey, 
and one day some ambitious monkey cleverer than the rest of the 
monkeys jumped upon his feet and became a man-— well, then, no- 
body can say, upon that principle, what may take place. These Mon- 
golians and Tartars may perbaps be transformed into Englishmen, and 
these Buddhists and Confucians may perhaps be transformed by this 
extraordinary power which is operating in the universe into Chris- 
tians. The only difficulty scems to me to be this, that the Chinese 
are not prepared for that sort of evolution; they are not prepared for 
that transformation. We find it avery difficult thing to move them. 
Bat they must be moved, and they will be moved. [f they do not 
give way to the force of cannon or diplomacy, they will have to give 
way to the force of Christian ideas—(cheers)—and these will and must 
go up into China.” 

The resolution was seconded by the Rev. John H. Beech, of Uull, 
and supported by the Rev. Ebenezer E. Jenkins, who denounced the 
opium trade as terrific and wholesale murder, and, referring to the 
present religious crisis in China, said to meet it in a narrow and cal- 
culating spirit would be to dishonour the faith by which the Church 
that professes to walk by faith ventures when she obeys a Divine com- 
mand. To meet itin a delaying spirit would not only imperil the 
work already accomplished, but must prove fatal to several depart- 
ments of it. 

The resolution was submitted to the meeting, and carried unani- 
mously. <A collection was then made. 

Sir Meiicis Lycett moved, and Mr. McArthur seconded, a vote of 
thanks to the chairman, and, the resolution having been carried by 
acclamation, Dr. Jobson, in formally presenting the thanks of the 
meeting to Mr. Sutcliffe, remarked that the society rejoiced in him 
as the third Lancashire gentleman in succession who had occupied the 
chair at the China Mission breakfasts.

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THE CHINESE DESPATCH. 


(GLOBE. ) 


The Government reply to the questions asked simultaneously in the 
two Houses of Parliament, concerning the important telegram from 
China, was probably lesa disingenuous than Ministerial answers 
usually are. It is no doubt true that the Government had no infor- 
mation ; indeed, it is the fate of Her Majesty's Government to be left 
uninformed of crisesin China. Last sammer, it may be remembered, 
after the massacre at Tientsin had become a matter of public noto- 
riety, Her Majesty’s Government ventured to deny the fact, on the 
ground that Her Majesty’s representative in China would not have 
failed to telegraph to them go serious an occurrence. A clumsy and 
expensive system of telegraphing appears to be in use between Peking 
and Downing-street—the negative system of reporting at stated in- 
tervals when there is no disturbance, so that when a break occurs in 
the continuity of the ‘‘ All quiet” messages, we may, if we please, 
infer that something positive has happened. 

But the art of governing does not, after all, consist in the power 
of silencing troublesome interrogators; and it is a pity that Ministers 
do not awake to the truth that there is something morc in Chinese 
affairs than can be disposed of by a little off-hand fencing in Parlia- 
ment. It is only too evident that we are on the eve of complications 
in China of a serious character. Ministers may blind themselves to 
the signs of the times now, as it was the fashion to pooh-pooh the 
premonitory symptoms of the Indian mutiny. They may even smile 
at the warlike preparations which have been going on for some years 
back expressly to meet foreigners, according to a programme of which 
we learned some particulars from a secret memorial by a Chinese 
Viceroy in 1868. But it is none the less a noteworthy circum- 
stance that the very last mail from China brings news of extra-— 
ordinary activity in completing these arrangements, and especiall 
in strengthening the Chinese position about the Peiho, whic 
experience has taught them is the moat likely place to encounter a 
foreign foe. We have no right to complain of the Chinese Govern- 
ment fortifying their coasts, even though we ourselves be the enemy 
whose reception they are providing for; but when exceptional exer- 
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tions in this direction are accompanied by an intimation that‘certain 
stipulations in the Treaty with us are to be repudiated, surely it is un- 
wise to sbut our eyes to the significance of the connection. Many 
valuable lives are at stake—not so many, perhaps, as would make an 
impression on great financial minds—and one ef the most promieing 
outlets which the manufacturers of this country possess is put in peril 
by the storm which is brewing in the Far East. This, then, is not a 
time when a passive and evasive policy is becoming in those who have 
the commercial interests of the country ia their charge. 

With regard tothe coming massacre, which the Chinese Government 
appear to anticipate, there is one way of preveating ii, and that is by 
informing them, ina manner that will induce them to believe, that we 
shall insi-t on the punishment of the instigators of it, however high 
their rank. Nor would this be much at variance with the spirit of 
that most unfortunate engagement which Lord Ctarendon made with Mr. 
Burlingame, and which lies at the root of the present untoward state 
of our relations with China. For, even in that unequal bargain, there 
was an ideal equivalent for the concession made by Lerd Clarendon, 
which was this— that “ Mr. Burlingame was requested to bear in mind, 
and to make known tothe Chinese Government, that we should hence- 
forward havea right to expecton it: part. the faithful falfilment of treaty 
engagements, the prompt redressof grievances referred to the Central 
Government, and friendly treatment of British eubjeets by the Chinese 
authoritics.’” Nota very grand “ equivalent,” truly, especially as all 
the acceptance the above request obtained was a vague assent by Mr. 
Burlingame to the general principle of the advisability of observing 
treaty stipulations. Like so many of our diplomatic bargains this was 
one in which we gave all and received nothing, for the something we 
tried to think we should receive vanished intoair. The ‘‘ treaty en- 
gagements” were never more boldly disregarded; the ‘‘ redress of 
grievaners by the Central Government” was never more hopcless; the 
‘friendly treatment of British eubjecta”’ was never less to be counted 
on than during the two years that have elapsed since the Clarendon- 
Burlingame compact was made. It is, however, open to us cither to 
withdiaw from so one-sided an engayement, or to insist on receiving 
the consideration by which we were induced to put our feet in the 
stocks; and it is not difficnlt to re-establish satisfactory relations 
with China, for if there is one truth more clearly demonstrated than 
another by the able deapatches of Lord Elgin, Sir F. Bruce, Sir R. Al- 
cock, and all the Consuls, as well as by recent writers on China, it is 
this, that the more resolute we are in maintaining our treaty rights, 
the legs will the Chinese think of evading them ; nay, the more cheer- 
fully will they acquiesce in according to us our privileges. 





Mr. Arthur E. Moule has addressed the following letter to the 
Standard :— 


Siz,—Allow me to draw attention to the very threatening telegraphic 
news from Shanchai which the papers of the 27th instant. announced. 
All female cdueation is to be forbidden in China; the attendance of 
women at religious servicer will be prohibited ; no teaching against 
Confucius and Chinese doctrine will be allowed ; and missionaries 
away from the ports will be denationalised if the formal demand of 
the Chinese Government be conceded. 

Tam 2 missionary, and have lived and worked in China for seven 
years anda half. Any defence of mission work in that country from 
my pen would therefore be viewed with some snspicion by your readers 
as partial and “ out of perapective.” I wish rather to draw attention 
to the grave political aspect of this Chinese despatch. 

Assuiwing that it is genuine (and the telegram bears, I fear, every 
mark of substantial authenticity). its whole animus is, I submit, «till 
anti-forcign, not necessarily anti-Christian. It is a feeler put out, a 
sting applied to the most advanced, and hence most vulnerable por- 
tion of furecizn influence in China; and as this insult is reccived so 
will future policy be guided. 

Some of your readers will, no doubt, sonclade that this despatch was 
penned uncer the influence of Chiuese moral instincts ; as though fe- 
male education, and the attendance of women at public services were 
in Chinese cves indclicate and opposed to sober etiquette. 

It is a fact that promiscuous assemblages of men and women are re- 
proved in the Chinese sacred edict and in recent proclamations ; yet 
the ido] temples in China are crowded with women ; and in Chri-tian 
churches all objection on the score of decency is removed by the 
arrangcinent of the men and women vn opposite sides of the building. 
Foundling hospitals for girls, again, against which the condition aa to 
female eduction seems to be levelled, are institutions approved of by 
Chinese morality and supported by Chinese charity. Neither can the 
seclusion of the women of China be compared at all to the custom 
which prevails in India. At all events, in common justice, Buddhist 
and Taonist temples must be cloxed against the women, if Christian 
eburches are forbidden them on this eround. 

In the treaty of Tientsin Christianity is commended as a religion 
with a pure and benevolent object and tendency. Miasionarica are 
allowed to teach and preach, and to travel throughout the empire ; 
whilst Chinese subjects without limitation are permitted to embrace 
Christianity. 

All these admissions and provisions are by the despatch to which I 
allude revoked. The treaty is in fact declared null and void. And if 
the rights conceded to missionary enterprise are thus abrogated, what 
reason liave merchants for concluding that their rights will any longer 
be consiicred valid? 

T apprchend that this is a serious political complication. When a 
civilised Power such as Russia repudiates a treaty such an act must, of 
course, be considered calmly, with conference, and careful weighing 
ofargument. When a barbarous Power repudiates a treaty no wonder 
will be cxcited ; but prompt measures of repression will be adopted. 
But when a quasi-civilised country like China repudiates a treaty 
the care is the most serious of all. It means deliberate and 
deeply planned mischief.

Foreign Intelligence. 


GERMANY. 
(PROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 


Hawsouné, May 3. 
During the past fortnight the German Parliament has been oceupied 


with several important measures, among which is the settlement of 
the Imperial Budget for the present year, several alterations having be- 
come indispensably necessary to the Budget of the Nerth German Con-

Germany has of late been 
s0 inundated with so-called lottery loans, issued by impeceunious 
Governments of the smaller States and partly by railway companies 
requiring more funds to extend the sphere of their operations 
and effect other improvements, that a Bill has been iatroduced 
to place them in future under Parliainentary control; some forty- 
three of recognised security which are very popular, and whose 
value is daily quoted in the official lists of all the Exchanges in Geax 
many, will be perinitted to pass toll-free as hitherto; but no new oneg 
will be allowed to be introduced without a special Act of Parliament, 
and then only on payment of a ceztain sum of money for the u<e and 
behoof of the Fedcral Exchequer of the Empire. A new postal Bill 
for rezulating and reorganising the post-office of the Empire is also be- 
fore Parliameut ; but as the session js soon to close it will not be prao- 
ticable to get it passed before the udjournment, and it will have to be 
left to stand over till the Autumn Session. 

Prince Bismark has enunciated the principle of granting indemnities 
to the owners of German vessels captured by French cruizers during 
the war, but not for the still greater number of vessels that were put to 
great cxpense without the possibility of earning anything by being shut 
up in neutral ports for s0 maby Months, and put to additional charges 
by not being allowed to discharge their crew. This seems a great 
hardship and injustice, but a line must be drawn somewhere, or ele the 
claims made would be almost unlimited, and that is where the Chan- 
cellor of the Ernpire has drawn the line. As, however, the claims are 
so complicated, and each particular case requires to be thoroughly im- 
vestigated and examined, it will no doubt take a long time before a foal 
adjudication of the claims can be settled ; and nothing has as yet tran 
pired as to the period when the payments will be made. Special com- 
missioners have been appointed and are working as hard as they can to 
get through the business as speedily as possible. 

The liberation of the French prisoners of war has suddenly been in- 
terrupted, it having transpired that there are still some thousand Ger- 
mans in captivity in France, which the Government of that country 
refuse to deliver up till the definitive treaty of peace has been sigued, 
though this is contrary to the stipulations of the prel:minaries, which 
expressly state they shall be immediately exchanged, and the Germans 
in ood faith have already sent back about 150,000 of the French pri- 
soners. It has not been ascertained exactly where the Germans are 
confined, but probably in the Isle of Oleron aud the Chateau d'If, near 
Mar-eilles, where the German troops have not been, In the meantime, 
as I said above, the return of the French captives has been pustponed 
for the present, and those that are still in this country are placed under 
greater constraint than they were, being no Icnger permitted to walk 
about the streets. Last week a fleet of thirtecr large steamers belong- 
ing to the Compagnie Transatlantique, and chartered by the French 
Government as transports, arrived in the Elbe, and about ten thousand 
men were embarked at Gluckstadt ; but whilst the embarkation was 
being cffected the order to stop arrived, and though they all went out to 
sea t a ther five out of the thirteen steamers were empty. 

The Ceutral Committee for the relief of the woundel in this city has 
just published its twenty-fourth list of voluntary gifts and contribu- 
tions, among which is a remittance of 468 marks banco, sent by Messrs. 
Ferdinand Niessen and Th. Wagner, of Shanghai, and handed over to 
the Committee by Herr G. H. Th. Siemssen, of this city, being the 
amount of a collection made among the captains and crews of German 
merchant ships in the port of Shanghai. The total amount received ig 
482,484 marks 11 schillings banco and 192,8U8 marks 9 schillings cur- 
rency. 

A bronze medal commemorative of the war with France is now being 
struck at the Berlin Mint. In shape and size it will be similar to the 
medals for the campaizns of 1813 and 1814, showing on one side the 
Iron Cross for Bravery, and on the other simply the ycar. It will be 
worn with a ribbon of black-white-red, and be given to al) officers, mon- 
commissioned officers, and privates who took part in the war, and as 
these were more than a million, the labour of the Mint in striking off 
the medals is very considerable. 

From Dunzig we lewrn that as a large part of the crews of the Hertha 
and the Afedusaat Yokohaina have completod their terin of service, the 
corvette Namphe has been put in commission, and will sail in about a 
month for Japan with a fresh crew for the first-named vessel, bringing 
back those who have served their time. 
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The Chuocellor, Prince Bismark, has received at a private audience 
Sameshima, who is described as the Chargé d’ Affaires, of the Mikado 
of Japan, and received from him his credentials. 
COM MERCIAL. 

The produce market is in a dead calm, but on the whole prices are 
well supported. Of Tea the sales by importers amounted Inst week 
to only 192/8 and 205/16 chests of Souchong, and a few hundred chests 
of various sorts by the dealers. For Pepper there is a fair local demand, 
Singupore fetching 53 to 5§ sch. beo., and Penang 53 to 54. There has 
been a brisk inquiry for refined Camphor, notwithstanding which the 

is lower than it was. The 81 chests of Starannis lately imported 
direct frum China was sold immediately on being landed. Oil of Cassia 
is now an object of speculation, 110 chests having been bought up, 80 
that the market is quite bare of that article.

HOLLAND. 


(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
ROTTERDAM, May 8. 

After a six days’ debate the Second Chamber has finished the general 
discussion which always precedes the pussage of the Budgets. It is very 
difficult to state of several speakers whcther they intended to oppose or 
to support the Ministry. Some Liberals evinced much opposition to- 
wards the Cabinet, and doubted whether it would fulfil ita task well, 
ut they nevertheless were inclined to support it. There were some 
anti-revolutionists who were greatly delighted that the Minister of the 
Home Department had declared that he would listen to their grievances 
with regard to the instruction law, but who, notwithstanding, seemed 
quite disinclined to support the Cabinct. The Conservatives were in 
general very quiet, and their opposition was not at all so sustained as 
that of Mr. van Houten, the only member who represents Radical prin- 
ciples. The Clericals todk no part in this political «liscus<ion, except Mr. 
Hey denryck, and be did not warmly oppoce the Ministry, but explained 
the reasons why he bad left the Liberal camp. Mr. van Nispen, the 
leader of the Clerical party, spoke upon finance, about which he 
does not know much. The greatest and general complaint was of the 
Ministers’ intention to deal in the first place with the question of defence 
and to spend many millions thereupon. This militarism was generally 
condemned, and but very few members were inclined to grant the 
¢emormous credit asked for in behalf of uationul defence. The Conser- 
watives agreed with the Liberuls that the inti rests of the people ought 
not to be sacrificed to an expenditure for military purposes, and 
several members declared that they should vote aguinst the War 
Budget. In the course of the debate there was uleo much ques- 
tioning upon the Reform Bill, the reorganisation of the taxes, aca- 
demical instruction, the colonial question, &c. The members hoped 
that Minister Thorbecke would give positive declaration of his 
policy, which was considered to be the more neccssury vow that the 
elections, to renew one half of the members of the Second Chamber, 
are near at hand. The Premier, however, refused; he, as well as 
bis colleagues, stated that they should do as much as could be done, but 
he decla‘ed that he would not promote the question of defence at the 
cost of other matters. ‘The Minister of Finance has givin a very fa- 
vourable sketch of the state of the Treasury ; and the Minister of the 
Colonies added that no loan would be necessary in order to com- 
plete our railways. Nothing was said about the reorgani:ation of 
our taxes ; it seems that Mr. Blusse has not yet forined a definitive pian. 
Of course the debate upon the different chapters of the Budyet will be 
very warm ; &8 commencement has been made with the Budget of the 
Foreign department. Complaints were rife of the enormous cost of our 
diplomatic representation at Foreign Courts, and it was much applauded 
that the Minister of Foreign Affairs had not proposed to appoint an 
Ambaseador at Peking. 

To-day the members were busy in the Sections with the examination 
of the Treuty between Englard and Holland, regurding the transfer of 
our Settlements on the Coast of Africa. From that Treaty I derive 
the following:—Art. I. H.M. the King of the Netherlands transfers to 
H.M. the Queen of Great Britain and Ireland all his rights of 
Sovereignty, the jurisdiction and property which he possesses on the 
Coast of Guinea. Art. II. This transfer includes all the fortresses, 
buildings, and public works, with all the grounds belonging to them, 
and which are now the property of the Dutch Government, 
besides the stock of guns, arms and ammunition; and furtber, 
the household goods, with the exception of those which, ac- 
cording to the opinions of the Dutch Government, are not fit to 
be transferred. for the transfer of these things a sum of not more 
than £.4,000 is to be paid to H.M. the King of the Netherlands, The 
exact umount will be fixed after the ratification by special representa- 
tives to be appointedgby both partics. The terms and manner of pay- 
ment will be fixed by a special treaty, under condition that an interest 
of 5 percent. shall be paid from the date of ratification up to the time 
of payment. I need not repeat that the whole Treaty is generally cun- 
demned. 

As I stated in a former letter, the creditors of the Oost Indische Maat- 
sehappy van Lyfrenten are convoked to meet on the 8th inst., in order to 
decide upon the proposals for a friendly liquidation. On the 6th the 
shareholders will meet, in order to consider these proposals. I ulso said 
that there is but very little chance that the creditors will agree to the 
plan of liquidation, which, according to the Amsterdameche Courant, 
wilt be that one third of the 60 per cent. should be paid in June 
mext, one fourth in December, 1872, and the remainder parts by annual 
instalments. I think it is no wonder that unfavourable rumours are 
current in our financial circles about this liquidation. The shareholders 
of the Internationale are convoked to mect early in June. 

The Prince of Orange has arrived in St. Petersburg. Rumours are 
atill spread that there is a question of a marriage with the Princess 
Marie Alexandrovna. 
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THE ROTTERDAM BANK. 

From the anoual report of the managers of the Rotterdam Bank I 
learn that the bank has passed through the heavy crisis of last year 
without sustuining any loss in Europe. The business transacted by the 
head office haa been very remunerative indeed, leaving, as the report 
states, a net benifice over the capital working there of 11 97-100 per 
cent. z 

The principal endeavours of the bank in India were directed towards 
the liquidation of the sums which have formerly been invested in Java 
in a manner which prevents the bank from disposing of them for real 
banking purposes. After the arrival in Java of one of the directors, 
Mr. Canters, a scrious inquiry into the nature of tho<e assets has led to 
the necessity to reduce their value considerably, and consequently the 
account of losses and profits of the head agency at Batavia balances with 
a loss of f.193,606.18. 

The assets in India, originating from before 1869, have again been 
reduced by f.307,501.74. This has reduced the uvailable sum of profits 
of the head-office to f.79,035.87, out of which a dividend of f.2 per 
share has been declared. 

The Sourabaya agency has been liquidated. Messrs. Dummlers and Co. 
and Mr. H. Meyer, formerly directors of the Batavia head agency, hav- 
ing retired, its management hus been, at the request of the commissioners 
and directors, accepted by Mr. Canters as head agent (Mr. Canters, ne- 
vertheless, maintaining his position as one of the directors of the bank), 
and he will be assisted by Mr. Soeters, formerly agent at Sourabaye. 

The hope formerly expressed that the liquidation of the old assets in 
Java would, after the reductions of last year, occasion no new losses, 
has not been realised. Commissioners and dircctors feel not even sure 
that this liquidation will not finally oecasion new disappointment. 

The sound and healthy position of the bank, however, and the nature 
of the very satisfactory results of the business transacted from Rotterdam 
with Europe and India, secure doubtlessly the future position of the 
bank, and makes it more independent of the results of the liquidation 
of the old assets in Iudia, even if this should for a short time yet exer- 
cise an influence upon the dividends of the -hareholders. 

PRODUCE MARKETS. 

According to general anticipation, the Trading Company’s April sale 
of Java Coffee has been attended with a good result, which was partly 
caused by the comparatively small quantity, which consixted, moreover, 
of a very suitable assortment. In other articles of Colonial produce 
there has been, upon the whole, but little stirring, and our market is 
quiet.

THE YOUNG KING OF SIAM. 

‘STIL it moves.” The revolution of the world is not more 
certain than the progress of enlightenment and civilisation. One 
of the most remarkable proofs of the strides which have been 
made in this direction in the half century that has just elapsed 
is supplied in the tour of the young King of Stam, of which 
we have just received the first account. Singapore was the 
first place at which the Royal traveller stayed on his way, 
and we congratulate our friends in the Straits on the appre- 
ciation of their energy, publio spirit, and growing importance 
which is shown by the King selecting the principal island in 
the Settlements for his first step in breaking through the 
rule of isolation which has hitherto surrounded the throne of 
Siam. Fifty years ago Singapore was a sort of island 
desert, infested by a handful of pirates and semi-savages. 
In the same year that witnessed the birth of her present 
Magesty the British flag was for the first time hoisted in 
the Malay peninsula. Now it is theseat of a thriving com- 
merce, a rapidly increasing population, an independent and 
influential press, and a Liberal Chamber, which adopts Eng- 
lish legislation almost as fast as new measures are passed 
at home. Not less remarkable, although a little slower, is 
the change in the constitution of Siam. Two hundred and 
fifty years is certainly a long time, even in the world’s his- 
tory, to take to return a visit, and two hundred and fifty 
years have elapsed since the first British ship putin at a 
Siamese port. Nevertheless, taking iato account the per: 
sistent way in which our countrymen have all that time ig- 
nored the commercial importance of Siam, we must own that 
the balance of prejudice, now happily brcken through by 
the example of the young King, can scarcely be said to 
weigh very heavily on the side of the Siamese. Independent 
of its extraordinary resources as the “ place of ten million 
elephants,” Siam is one of the largest rice-producing coun- 
tries in the world, with a highly intelligent population 
and sagacious rulers, a proof of which is the late conces- 
sion to European sugar companies. The second King, by 
making his present visit to the British possessions, has 
- afforded a pledge of his intention to profit by the im- 
provements of which he must have heard so much, but 
which he will be the first Siamese in the world’s history to 
witness. This young man has made up his mind not to 
take information at second-hand, but to see everything for 
himself; and we hope and believe that, wherever he goes, 
his reception will be so cordial, his visit made so agreeable 
to himself, and that he will see so much to interest him 
at every port he touches at, that he will be induced to ex- 
tend his tour. Next in order in the Siamese Royal pro- 
gress comes Java, where we may be sure that our Dutch 
friends will afford him the most hearty welcome, and where 
he will see much to admire, and where, if our Dutch cor- 
respondent is right, the Government may possibly profit by 
the diffusion of some of his cosmopolitan views. As the 
young King comes nearer and nearer to Europe, we hope 
that the inducements to include it in his trip will become 
stronger and stronger. We should rejoice at a visit from 
him, not only because of the knowledge which he would de- 
rive from seeing England as it is, but also because we might 
hope that his example might not be thrown away upon some 
of our own rulers, who are too content to take accounts of 
foreign countries on hearsay, instead of inspecting them for 
themselves. : 
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THE CHINESE DESPATCH. 

Tue replies of Earl GranvitLe and Lord ENFIExp to the 
questions put by the Earl of CaRNaRvoN in the House of 
Lords, and Mr. Maaniac in the Commons, which we print in 
another column, exhibit a waut of administrative ability, and 
an utter absence of any feeling of official responsibility. 
Whether we regard the circular which the Chinese Govern- 
ment has just addressed to the foreign Ministers, either from 
the circumstances which gave rise to it, from the manner in — 
which it was received and treated by our own representative, 
Mr. Waps, or from the tone with which the subject was pooh- 
pooh’d by our Foreign Secretary and his junior—whether 
we look at it from the side of cause, effect, result, or probable 
consequences—the conviction it produces is equally unsatis- 
factory. It is the peculiar accomplishment of the present 
Ministry to make nothing clear except their incapacity. 
When Mr. CRAWFORD on one occasion told the present Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer that he was fortunate in not having 
had to undergo a Civil Service examination before he was 
installed in the important office which he fills, he expressed 
a truth which might be applied with equal, if not greater, 
force to more than one department of our political system. 
The Chinese Plenipotentiary was despatched to Europe 
many weeks ago, ostensibly to make atonement—or at least 
to arrange some terms of satisfaction—for the outrage at 
Tientsin, which would inevitably have led to war being de- 
clared by France, if the French Empire had not been ren- 
dered powerless by the war and subsequent revolution. In 
reality Couna How’s object in coming to Europe was sim- 
ply to “see how the land lay ”—whether, France being pros- 
trate, her chief ally was prepared to take her part or no. 
We pointed out to Earl GRANVILLE over and over again that 
it was of the first importance that Cuuna How’s mission 
should be carried out in its integrity —that is, on the basis 
on which it was originally proposed ; and we pointed out 
also that the wily Oriental would be certain to take advan- 
tage of any neglect of the opportunity to wriggle out of the 
responsibility which he had voluntarily incurred. We were 
not deceived, but Earl GRANVILLE was. The chiefs of the 
Foreign-office went on pursuing their favourite occupation of 
lotos-eating in blissful security, letting week after week go 
by without taking the slightest steps to bring Caunae How 
to book. The astute Chinese soon began to “see his 
way. He tvok care to move from place to place 
in France without committing himself to the acknow- 
ledgment of any Government there; and as our Minis- 
ters were so complaisant as to let him alone, he returned 
the compliment by taking no sort of notice of them. No 
doubt he read the Pall Mall Gazette, and was happy. 
He knewe from that veracious and complacent journal that 
whatever Mr. Wape did in China was perfectly certain to 
be approved by Earl GranviLLE in London ; and he kuew 
from personal experience what sort of action Mr. Wang 
would take if he gave him notice, a Ja GortscHakorFrr, that 
the Chiuese Government were about to tear up their Treaties, 
and that he must consequently take care never to allow 
Englishmen to insist on them again. Accordingly he sent a 
despatch to his Government ihforming them that there was 
no sort of risk in the violation he was proposing; that 
France could not, and England would not, resent it ; and 
that altogether it was “such an opportunity as might never 
occur again” to expel foreigners from every part of China 
except the Treaty ports—no doubt with a view to expel 
them from those also as soon as the thin end of the wedge 
was well driven home. 

Here, then, was the cause of the late circular ; now for the 
effect. The Chinese Government had as much confidence in 
Caunea How as Cuuna How had in Mr. Waps, and imme- 
diately despatched the proposed circular to the foreign 
Ministers, giving notice of the changes which they intended 
to make, and which, as they would certainly destroy the 
fundamental principles of our treaties, Mr. WapE might 
have been expected to think of sufficient moment to be com- 
municated to his Government with the smallest possible loss 
of time.

Cular, which, however, have arrived here through other 
channels, and of the tenor of which generally there cannot 
be the slightest doubt. By the time the despatch reaches 
England Cuuna How may have left Europe with his mission 
unfulfilled, and, according to present appearances, it is most 
probable that he will doso. What makes Mr. Wape's inexcus- 
able delay more injurious is that he does not appear to have 
accompanied the circular with any explanation of the answer 
which he returned to it. What object Mr. WapE could 
have proposed to himself in sending such urgent news in so 
tardy a manner we must own ourselves uuable to discover. 
It could not be that he desired to keep the circular a secret, 
because, if that had been his desire, he could have tele- 
graphed in cipher, and, moreover, he knew that the contents 
of the document were already known, and would be certain 
to be reported at home by some more energetic mind. We 
are, however, compelled to wait until the despatch arrives 
before Earl GranviLiz will have the opportunity of stating 
how be means to deal with the atrocious propositions it con- 
tains. One thing is certain ; no half measures must be taken 
in repudiating the proposed change utterly and once for all. 
If any change is to be made in the terms of our Treaties, 
the Tientsin Massacre should be the occasion of increasing 
our privileges instead of circumscribing them, and if we had 
any other Government than the one now in office, steps 
would have been taken to insist on this as soon as CHUNG 
How’s arrival was ascertained. 


SEIZURE OF THE RICKMERS. 

In another column we give a resumé of the official corre- 
spondence respecting the capture of the Sophia aud Robert 
Rickmers iu the Chiua seas, which has just been presented to 
the House of Commons. After a perusal of it, we do not 
see how the Government could have come to any other con- 
clusion than that at which they arrived, namely, that the 
vessels were merely colorably transferred from the father to 
the son, who was a native of Heligoland, but had become a 
German subject, and who again, in order to obtain the protec- 
tion of the British flag, took another oath of allegiance to 
Queen Victoria on the breaking out of the war. We draw 
attention to the case rather to show the injustice and injury 
of the present system than to complain of its unfair applica- 
tion in this instance. The great Lord Stowe. laid down 
the principle that such a legal sentence of condemnation as 
has been passed on these vessels at Saigon is equivalent to the 
title-deeds of a ship. Sentence of condemnation—that is, that 
the property of the original owner is entirely divested—must 
be pronounced by a Court of the capturing Power, and the 
courts of the captor may st in their own territory, or that of an 
ally, but not in that of a neutral. Untila greater authority than 
Lord StowE. shall arise, therefore, the English Government 
ig put out of court in such a case as the present. We sympa- 
thise with Mr. Rickmzxs’s loss, and regret that he should have 
been misled into thinking that the proceedings he took were 
sufficient to protect his property, or to give him a claim to 
the protection of the British Government ; but if such a 
claim were admitted, he must see that it would be the signal 
for the colorable transfer of all the merchant ships of bel- 
ligerents to neutrals on the outbreak of war, and would thus 
render their neutrality a complete cipher, if it did not even 
endanger it. 


DEPUTATION TO THE DUKE OF ARGYLL. 

A DEPUTATION, consisting of several members of the East 
India Association, including Mr. Easrwick, M.P., the chair- 
man, Mr. Situ, M.P., Mr. Brruey, M P., Mr. Wm. Marrt- 
LAND, Mr. Cassets, Sir ARTHUR CorTron, Mr. FiTzwiLuiay, 
and Sir James ELPuHiInsTone, M.P., waited on the Duke of 
ARGYLL, the Secretary of State for India, at the India-office, 
to urge on his Lordship’s consideration the subject of the 
cutting of a passage for large ships to connect the Gulf of 
Manaar and Palks Straits. 

Sir James Evpuinxstone briefly recapitulated the plan he 
had laid down on several occasions, and urged that it was 
most important that the matter should be at once taken up 
by Government, as schemes were now in progress for con- 
structing a harbour at Colombo or Galle. 

Mr. Suir and Mr. Birney said that if the matter were

Sir ArtHuR Corron said he had been over the ground, 
and felt quite certain that the engineering difficulties were 
very slight, and the cutting could easily be accomplished for 
the sum named. 


Mr. Maitianp, Mr. Casseza, and Mr. Firzwinuiam urged 
that the importance of the project had been much increased 
by the success of the Suez Canal, and that a great deal of the 
utility of the Canal was now lost for want of this passage to 
avoid the long route round Ceylon, both for vessels bound to 
Indian ports, the Straits, and China. It would be a great 
boon to shipowners, underwriters, and commerce generally. 


The Duke thanked the deputation, and said that he thought 
the matter could be managed, and he would give instructions 
for Mr. RoBERTSON, now in Ceylon, to survey and report on 
the matter, and furnish an estimate for the work. 


It will be seen in our Parliamentary intelligence that Mr. 
Maaniac asked the intention of Her Masgsty's Government 
as to appointing a Minister to Peking. From the reply of 
Mr. GuapsTons it seems that he has the same good opinion 
of Mr. Wave as Lord GraNvILLE, and unless Sir Harry 
PaRKEs can establish superior claims we fear that Mr. Wap 
will be confirmed. The stories current in China about Mr. 
ERsKINE and Mr. ELuiot are altogether wrong. 





Tue steamer Great Northern sailed on the 2nd May, with 
436 miles telegraph cable, and the Africa followed on the 
6th, with 847 miles. ‘This cable is intended to be laid be- 
tween Shanghai, Nagasaki, and Vladiwostok, to complete 
the lines of the Great Northern Company between London 
and China vid Russia. It will probably be completed in 
July. 


In consequence of the instructions sent by the Colonial- 
office forbidding any further expenditure on the Pluto, and 
ordering the sale of the other steamer, the meeting of the 
Straits Settlements Association, summoned for last Tuesday, 
was adjourned. 





CAPTURE OF THE “SOPHIA” AND “ROBERT RICKMERS,’ 

Our readers are familar with the circumstances of the capture 
of the above-named vessels in the China seas from the reports 
which we published at the time of the occurrence. A Blue-book 
containing the official correspondence on the subject has just been 
issued, and we proceed to give a brief resume of it. | 


The volume opens with a letter from Mr. Rickmers to Lord 
Granville, stating that he is a natural-born British subject, hold- 
ing a certificate of citizenship in Heligoland. In 1863 Mr. Rick- 
mers says that he took the oath of allegiance to the Free State 
of Bremen, but in July last (after the declaration of war between 
France and Germany) Mr. Rickmers took another oath of alle- 
giance to Her Britannic Majesty. After this he purchased the 
ship Sophia Rickmers, then lying in the port at Singapore, for 
£12,400, and thereupon made the declaration of ownership re- 
quired by the Merchant Shipping Act of 1864. This vessel was 
captured by French crusiers, and taken as a prize into Saigon ; 
and Mr. Rickmers requests Lord Granville to make such repre- 
sentations to the French authorities as will induce them to release 
his vessel, adding in a postscript that he is willing to pay the ex- 
penses of any telegrams that might expedite that consummation. 


Wher this affair had been inquired into at the Foreign-office, 
Lord Enfield replied to Mr. Rickmers that, even if he were a 
natural-born British subject, which might be doubtful, he had 
disqualified himself from being the owner of a British ship by 
taking the oath of allegiance to the Free State of Bremen ; and he 
did not show that he had complied with such requirements of the 
Merchant Shipping Act as were necessary to restore his qualifica- 
tion. Therefore Lord Granville declined to interfere diplomatic- 
ally, and even expressed his opinion that the French Prize Courts 
would not recognise the sale of the ship under such circumstances 
as Mr. Rickmers had explained. 


Immediately on the capture of the vessel by the French gun- 
boat Volta, Messrs. Behn, Meyer, and Co., the agents of Mr. 
Rickmers, applied to Mr. Irving, the Assistant Colonial Secretary 
of the Straits Settlements, to recover the vessel for him, at the 
same time the French Consular Agent, M. Hartung wrote to the 
Colonial Secretary, stating that the Sophia Rickmers was com- 
manded by a German captain, and manned by a German crew, 
that the ship was sent to Saigon, and that it would devolve on 
the European Prize Court to decide on the validity of the prize. 
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At the same time also Mr. Whampoa, the Russian Consul, wrote 
to Sir H. Ord, representing that one of the sailors on th» Sophia 
Rickmers was said to be a Russian subject, but on examination 
of his papers he proved to bea German subject, and requesting 
otection for him. To this application Mr. Irving replied, 
eclining to interfere in the man’s favour. 


In the meantime news reached Shanghai that another ship, the 
Robert Rickmers, belonging to the same owner, had been captured by 
the French cruiser Linois. The bill of sale of this vessel between 
Mr. P. A. Rickmers, of Heligoland, and Mr. R. C. Rickmers, of 
Geestenmunde, was dated the 10th November, 1870. Mr. Rennie, 
the legal adviser to Her Majesty’s Consulate at Shanghai, there- 
upon gave his opinion that as the sale of a ship to an enemy in 
time of war is not illegal provided the sale be absolute and dona 
fide, a protest should be lodged on the part of the alleged British 
claimant ; and accordingly the Consul, Mr. Medhurst, did so pro- 
test on the 22nd January. In due course Admiral De Cornulier, 
Governor of Saigon, where the prize had been removed, wrote to 
Mr. Consul Caswell that, though the Sophia Rickmers was un- 
doubtedly under the English flag when she was captured, she had 
only changed her nationality by means of a fictitious sale, got 
up by reason of the war. 


On the 4th Feb. last Admiral Kellett advised the Secretary to 
the Admiralty that the validity of the transfer of the Robert 
Rickmers to the British flag was open to very grave suspicion, and 
that the case was one which should be referred to a Prize Court. 
The papers found on board the Sophia Rickmers showed that the 
vessel had merely been transferred from father to son, who was a 
native of Heligoland, but had become a German subject ; and, 
again, to effect the transfer of the ship to the British flag, had, 
@ few days before the transfer was completed, sworn allegiance to 
Queen Victoria. 


In conclusion, Lord Granville wrote to Mr. Medhurst, our Con- 
sul at Shanghai, that it has long been the rule of the French 
Courts not to allow thesale of an enemy’s vessel to a neutral after 
the commencement of war to change its national character so as 
to exempt it from capture. Under these circumstances, although 
Great Britain might be content to observe a milder rule—as in 
the case of the Arée/, on which Mr. Rennie advised the protest 
concerning the Robert Rickmers—Lord Granville considered that 
the protest made in accordance with Mr. Rennie’s advice was an 
error ; and Mr. Rickmers was also informed that Her Majesty’s 
Government considered they would not be justified in interfering 
on his behalf in the matter of the companion vessel. Lord En- 
field, the Under Secretary for Foreign Affairs, also wrote to Mr. 
Caswell, ackuowledging his despatch, and stating that [ler Ma- 
jesty’s Government would not be justified in interfering on behalf 
of Mr. Rickmers. 


Hlouctary and Commercial. 


Mr. C. @. McClelland, of the firm of Messrs. Wm. Spottiswoode 
and Co., Singapore, has joined the board of the Realm Marine 
Insurance Company. The letters of allotment of shares have 
been issued to the subscribers, and business will commence at the 
company’s offices, 16, Cornhill, on Monday, the 15th inst. 

The tenders for £400,000 in bills on India were received at the 
Bank of England, when the amounts allotted were: to Calcutta, 
£296,000 ; to Bombay, £100,000 ; to Madras, £4,000. The mii- 
mum price was fixed, as before, at 1s. 10}d. on all the Presiden- 
cies, and tenders on Calcutta and Madras at 1s. 104d. will receive 
about 5 per cent. on Bombay at Is. 104d. about 45 per cent., and 
those above in full. These results show a further increase in the 
demand for means of remittance to the East. 

A very able circular (without signature) has reached us on the 
past tea season. It purports to have been written in Hong Kong, 
but it is surmised that a place nearer home is the real place of 
authorship. Be that as it may, the writer has most ably handled 
the subject. Woe make the following extracts :— 


The market at Hankow opened about the usual time, and in the face 
of very gloomy advives from London, at about the usual price. It was 
thought by some, that after previous years’ experience, few, if any, 
would be found to repeat former sanguine ideas, but this impre-sion 
was falsified by the action of early buyers, and a stiff Tael price, and an 
exorbitant rate of freight (equal to 3d. per lb.) made the London cost 
little b-low the average of former years. We all know the result of 
those shipments. A few thousand chests of tea, on board the Eri King, 
by no means the best, were sold at very paying rates, and within a day 
or two from this time average prices were duwn 4d. ; perhaps two-thirds 
of the cargo remained unsold, and nearly the whole of it stood to lose 
smartly, which is not to be wondered at, when the cost is taken into 
account. We are carious to know what the ‘‘ losses” might have been 
hed the Foochow market opened at its usual time. Very unpleasantly 
Jarge we should think,—perbaps as large gs most of the big losses of 
past vears. 

Owing to the inferiority of the Foochow crop, and the difference be- 
tween the ideas of natives and foreigners as to the value of the new teas, 
the Foochow market remained unopened until July. The quality of the 
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crop was really very bad, and few fine teas}were to be fonnd. Prices 
were opened too high, and, strange to say, much over what the natives 
would have accepted a month previously. Shipments, however, were 
pinata. and continued so for some months,—a very commendable 
eature. 


The falling off in the quality of the Foochow teas is indeed pitiable. 
Those who remember the aromatic fragrance, purity of flavour, and 
real bouquet about a fine Kaisow or Sinchune tea of some ten years 
back—a tea to be sipped and lingered over—a tea ijentified season after 
season with ships’ names, almost household words to us—a fragrant 
drink calcu'ated to instil a love of the beverage into any one who 
had the fortune to drink it—will recognise how great a lo-s they have 
sustained in the deplorable deterioration of these teas! This falling 
off is: indeed difficult to account for, and it would almost appear 
that we are never again to receive the fragrant leat that we remember 
so well. Probably the great extent of the present trade; the 
absorption of choice little lots produced by the farmer into larger 
chops has much to do with it. Tle Green-leaf is now bawked about 
from place to place also, and in this state, of course, its flavour is 
ruined, its aroma utterly gone by the time it is finally bonght for 
“ firing” and manufacture. How quickly spring leaves wither after 
being plucked ; tea leaves, of course, undergo this change, and a few 
hours are sufficient to cause it to lose the choiccst breath of its fra- 
grance. The falling off in the lower kinds of Foochow tea is even 
worse—a mixture of old, and in some cases chemically preserved leaf 
(easily recognisable from its black and “ inky” colour), communicates 
a bitter and objectionable flavour to the whole, utterly killing 
all that mellowncss of Souchong flavour which such teas should 
possess, and the Home trade has been unmistakably correct in its 
rejection of such teas. This inferior leaf, mixed up with sound teas, 
has been sufficient to predominate over all other flavours which they 
possessed, and has reduced to a common level teas buught in China, 
showing there, when purchased, differences of flavour, but these in the 
long transit from China were utterly sunk by the pewerful influence of 
the “inky” leaves ; hence the wonder in China at the s:nall difference 
in price obtained at home for teas costing so widely different prices as 
1s. 2d. and Is. 8d. per }b. The fact is, on their arrival in London, 
there was little difference between them, and the prices were sensible 
if not agrecable ones to the shippers. 


A fourth and final dividend of 1s. in the pound (making, with

Mr. J. Bohstedt and Mr. W. Schutte will continue the business 
under the firm of J. Bohstedt and Oo. 

With reference to the dividend of 7s. 9d. per share which was 
declared at the recent meeting of the Great Northern Telegraph 
Company, it is necessary to state that an interim dividend of 10s. 
per share was paid some time since, so that the total dividend for 
the year has been 17s. 9d., or nearly 9 per cent. 

An elaborate table of statistics has been issued by Mr. F. M 
Page, showing the fluctuations which have taken place in the 
prices of Bullion and Bank Drafts in London, Hong Kong, and 
Shanghai during the year 1870. We gather from this table 
that the total of the Bullion exported to China, Japan, and the 
Straits, during the year,was £2,045,040.

On the 28th, 1,684 
packages were sold withont reserve, and on the 2nd instant, 17,703 
packages were offered, of which 9,927 packages were sold without re- 
serve. The stock in the United Kingdom on the 29th ultimo was 
estimated at 94,290,000 lbs, against 107,780,000 Ibs., and the quan- 
tity sfloat 10,997,100 lbs., against 10,179,810 Ibs. last year. - 
leaf Congous: Siftings have sold at public sale at 4?d. to 6d. per 
Ib., being again ratber lower. Broken-leaf, from 7d. to 9d. per lb., show 
bat litte change. Pair to good common have been less in demand, 
and prices have given way }d. to $d. perlb. Common Kaisows show no 
change; the fair qualities have sold better at about previous prices. 
Good to fine and finest have not been mach dealt in, the selection 
being poor.

Good to fine kinds sell only 
slowly at rather under previous prices. In finest there have been no 
gales to report. Amoy kiuds show no alteration of import- 
ance. New-make Congons: Some fine have been sold at full 
prices. Common to fair at about former rates. Oolong; have sold, 
at public sale, at the decline Jast quoted for good quality; com- 
mon remain heavy of sale. A few sales of fair grade of Souchong 
have been made at former prices. In Flowery Fekoes there has been 
mething doing. Scented Teas: Canton kinds of Caper have been 
neglected, the common qualities being especially dull of sale. even at 
the reduction last quoted. Fair kinds show a decline of fully 1d. 
per Ib.; goed remain at about previous prices. Foochow Capers have 
sold at rather better prices, the supply being limited. Canton Orange 
Pekoes show no material change. Foochow kinds have been steady at 
former prices. Uncoloured Japans show no alteration. Green Teas: 
The market remains in a most unsatisfactory state. Common to fair 
descriptions are only ealeable at public auction at very low prices ; low 
as they are, they do not stimulate the demand. Fine kinds are atill 
saleable at about former prices, the finest grades being most ia request. 
Canton Gunpowders remain much as before. 


Messrs. Shepard, Harrison and Rehden’s Circolar says:—A steady, 
but limited business has been transacted the past fortnight, without 
any change having taken place in the position of the market, all 
common Teas being still dull of sale, but medium to fine grades from 
1s.

The supplies of Plantation Ceylon have been very heavy —especially 
those of grey and low middling qualities—and have been largely in 
excess of the demand; the descriptions mentioned have consequently 
met with little or no competition, and have only been quitted at a de- 
cline of about 23. per cvt. upon the quotations ruling a fortnight 
since; bold and bright coloury kinds, having been in much more 
moderate supply, have not shared in the decline established for the 
lower qualities; the latest prices paid have been—triage, 45s. to 58s. ; 
small grey, 53s. to 563. 6d. ; low middling grey, 60s. to 63s. ; bold do, 
623. to 68:.: small coloury, 573. to 593.; middling, 643. 6d. to 693. 6d.; 
pea-berry, 753. Od. to 808 6d. Native Ceylon has been out of demand, 
and little or no business has been done; prices are nominally an- 
changed from those of our last report. In other East India the only 
sales have been 179 bags sea-damaged Bonthyne Singapore, at 50s. to 
548. for fourth to firat class, aud 62 baga Penang at 49a. 6d. to 533. 6d. 


The deliveries both for home use and exportation show some im- 
provement, and exceed those of the preceding year by 550 tons, and 
as the landings are 300 tons less, the deficieny in the stock now 
amounts to 1,700 tons. The quantity of Ceylon Coffee afloat for 
Great Britain is estimated as follows:—Plantation, 258,120 cwt., 
against 293.954 cwt. at the corresponding cate of 1870; Native 36,145 
ewt., aguinst 31,321 cwt. The quantity afloat for the Continent is 
6,744 cwt. Plantation, against 2,694 cwt., and 2,076 cwt. Native, against 
1,845 cwt. The quantity of Coffee landed in the seventeen weeks ended 
April 29, 1871, was, of Ceylon, 8,417 tons, against 7,947 tons during 
the corresponding period of 1870 ; of all descriptions, 15,544 tons, 
against 11,505 tons. The quantity entered for home consumption was, 
of Ceylon, 3,277 tons, against 3,204 tons; of all descriptions, 6,161 
tons, against 5,618 tons. The quantity exported was, of Ceylon, 7,985 
tons, against 6.317 tons ; of all descriptions, 16,710 tons, against 10,934 
tons.. The stock on April 29 was, of Ceylon, 10,760 tons, against 
12,290 tons ; of all descriptions, 14,471 tons, against 19,172 tons.

NOTICE TO MARINERS. 

Red Sea, Jubal Strait.—Depth of Water on Jubal Strait Bank.— 
Information has been received from H.M. ship Newport, engaged in 
the survey of the northern part of the Red Sea, that shoal ground of 
18 and 24 feet has been found on the bank in Jubal Strait (Jubal 
Strait Bank), lying midway between Tur and Shukhair, hitherto con- 
sidered to have not less than a general depth of 5 or 6 fathoms of 
water on it, with an assumed shoal of 21 feet. The shoal coral patch 
of 18 feetsounded on in H.M.S. Newport is in lat. 28 deg. 10 min. 15 
sec. N., long. 33 deg. 28 min. 40 sec. E.; and 2 miles to the N.W. of 
this is another shoal of 24 feet; in the neighbourhood of these shoals 
several patches with from 7 to 10 fathoms were found. There are no 
outlying dangers off the neighbouring coast of Ras Shukhair, which 
may be approached toa distance of one mile.—Hydrographic Office, 
Admiralty, London, 4th May. 




















Tae Hotnanp AnD JAVA Sream Lrye.—On the 29th ult. the new 
screw steamship, Willem III., of 2,700 tons, passed down the Clyde 
en route to Holland to take the berth at Niew Diep for Batavia. She 
is the first of four steamers being built by Messrs. Elder, Glasgow, 
for the line between Holland and Java, which has been so frequently 
noticed by our Rotterdam correspondent.
